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School District Schedules 
Referendum For June 12 


Residents of Elk Grove Township Ele- 


mentary School Dist. 59 wiU be asked to 
approve a 27-cent tax hike in a referen- 
dum June 12. 


The 20-school district includes portions 


of Arlington Heights. Mount Prospect, 
Des Plaines, Elk Grove Village, and 
Rolling Meadows. 


In unanimous vote Monday night, 


school board members elected to call for 
the referendum in an attempt to save the 
district from what was termed a "finan- 
cial crisis." 


The referendum includes proposals for 


a 21-cent increase in the education fund 
tax rate, and a 6-cent increase in the 
building fund tax rate. 


In approving the referendum the board 


was acting on a recommendation by 
Supt. James Erviti, who said in his judg- 
ment it was the best means of replacing

Referendum Is Opposed 


A group of Elk Grove Township Ele- 


mentary School Dist. 59 residents con- 
fronted the board of education Monday, 
voicing opposition to the June 12 referen- 
dum. 


The residents, who are calling them- 


splves the Concerned Taxpayers of Elk 
Grove Township, were headed by Jack 
Rneser. of Arlington ({eights, a frequent 
critic of the distrirt who ran for the 
board in 1970 He also opposed the 19K9 
referendum seeking a 3-14 cent tax rate 
increase which was defeated. 


Rorser told the board that the Con- 


cerned Taxpayers "opposed the past con- 
duct of the bonrd that has led to further 
tax increases." 


le said. "The district hasn't made any 


re.il attempt to economize in the past, 
bringing on this 'crisis' " 


Roeser said, later that this was the 


"last chance" the board had to "adjust 
its budget " 


He requested that bonrd members not 


hold a referendum and that they not 
build a junior high school in Des Plaines. 
as was proposed and approved in a ref- 
endum in April. 


HE ACCUSED THE hoard of "sneak- 


ing through the junior high school refer- 
endum along with many other things that 
election day." 


He said. "Many taxpayers would not 


have voted for that referendum if they 
thought there would be a tax increase." 


He said the referendum was not publi- 


cized, pointing out that only parents with 
children in the district receive school 
newsletters. 


Roeser 
has no children attending 


school in the district. He has one son in 
High School Dist. 214 and one that gradu- 
ated from Dist. 214 two years ago. 


In response to his criticism, Leah Cum- 


mins, public relations director, !;aid that 
the district had sent information on the 
junior high school referendum in three 
newsletters to parents and that 21 arti- 
cles in Paddock Publications newspapers 
told of the referendum. 


She said that the district would like to 


issue the newsletter to all residents but 
that it did not have the funds to do so. 


Roeser said the district "has been liv- 


ing in clover and had no excuse to con- 
tinue operating that way." 


The Concerned Taxpayers group, with 


most of its 10 to 15 members from Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect, has 
plans to campaign against the tax in- 
crease, he said. 


Following his comments the board ap- 


proved a contract for the junior high 
school architect and set the referendum 
date for June 12th. 


The decision meant a loss of about 


$583,000 in the district's education fund 
and $100,000 in the building fund on the 
1972 tax receipts. 


The request for additional revenue 


must be approved now, according to Er- 
viti, because of the necessity to borrow 
off that tax base this year. 


The district acquires additional funds 


by purchasing tax anticipation warrants, 
a method of borrowing off the next 
year's anticipated revenue. 


The district had planned to go to the 


maximum allowed in borrowing for the 
next school year in order to maintain the 
same educational level as this year. The 
Dahl decision eliminated that possibility, 
causing a need for either a tax increase 
or a substantial cut in budget for the 
coming school year, according to Erviti. 


HE SAID, "Our tax base does not ex- 


pand fast enough to cover the increasing 
cost of education. We must share in the 
increased costs just as we share in the 
benefits." 


Allen Sparks, budget committee chair- 


man, said that since the budget cuts 
would mean a substantial reduction in 
the education to students, the board felt 
that it was "the right of taxpayers to 
make the decision." 


The committee supported the recom- 


mendation. 


Erviti said that tlte amount proposed in 


the referendum would not be enough to 
provide the district with enough revenue 
each year to maintain the same educa- 
tional programs because of increasing 
costs. 


He said that each year a proposed tax 


increase would be necessary to maintain 
these programs. 


He added, however, that a referendum 


would provide an annual opportunity for 
residents to review the district oper- 
ations and give their views through a 
vote.

4 Hospitals Oppose Schaumburg Plan

Hoffman Estates village officials ap- 


peared encouraged in their attempts to 
plan a hospital in that community when 
knowledge of four area hospitals' admin- 
istrators opposition to a similar facility 
in SchaumburK came to light this week 


An ad hoc hospital planning com- 


mittee, composed of Mayor Frederick 
Downey. Richard Regan, chairman of 
the village plan commission, Michael 
Redmond, plan commission member and 
administrator at a Chicago hospital, plus 
Robert Rew. president of Suburban Bank 
of Hoffman Estates as well as the local 
chamber of commerce, have been in- 
volved in investigating possibilities of 
such a facility for the past year. 


They have a promise of 25 acres to be 


donated for that purpose by Robin Con- 
struction Company, developers of Moon 
Lake Village, an apartment complex in 
the western end of the village. 


Schaumburg has a pledge of 20 acres 


on Schaumburg Road being donated for a 
hospital to be built adjacent to a planned 


unit development proposed by J. Emil 
Anderson and Sons. 


Following this week's exposure of op- 


position to the proposed Schaumburg 
hospital voicrd to the state division of 
health facilities by administrators of 
N o r t h w e s t Community Hospital, St. 
Alexius Hosiptal and Sherman and St. 
Joseph's hospitals, both in Elgin, Red- 
mond suggested that trustees prepare to 
authorize a feasibility study. 


"My recommendation is that we con- 


tact firms specializing in such studies 
and continue with our plans," Redmond 
said. 


He explained that the ad hoc com- 


mittee has learned through discussion 
with a number of other bodies that many 
find it difficult to believe that the area is 
growing so rapidly. 


"I believe that when they do this will 


definitely enhance our plans," he added. 


Regan suggested that the village board 


address itself specifically to the site in

"Retention of the site is what we hope 


a feasibility study will do," the plan 
commission chairman said. 


Downey pointed out that during the 


past year of work put in by the com-

The mayor noted that the Robin site is

"And this site is proposed to the vil- 


lage with no strings," he said. 


"It is a sad and tragic development 


that Schaumburg's development of a hos- 
pital seems contingent on zoning to en- 
hance the remainder of the site," Down- 
ey commented, noting that he lives in 
rather close priximity to the Schaum- 
burg Road site under consideration in the 
neighboring village. 


"Some Schaumburg residents have 


contacted me and asked if I plan to be- 
come involved in their proposal but it is 
not the policy of Hoffman Estates to be- 
come involved in that village's affairs," 
he said. 


Downey indicated, however, that con- 


struction of the planned unit devel- 
opment proposed by J. Emil Anderson 
and Sons will, in his estimation "put an 
added burden on Blackhawk School in 
Hoffman Estates." 


"That school was constructed by Hoff- 


man-Rosner Corp. donated to the school 
district and essentially paid for by the 
people of Hoffman Estates but I can well 
remember a time when the village of 
Schaumburg had an opportunity to at- 
tract a cultural institution (Harper Col- 
lege) and its administration drove that 
right out of their village," he said. 


"When they have an opportunity to get 


something they don't appear to want it 
but. when you have a developer hold the 
enticement of a hospital some time in the 
future over your head — I would say this 
is a difficult situation," Downey as- 
serted. 


nated teen operations since 1964. 


As a supervisor on the park district 


staff she has observed the teen center in 
Elk Grove Village since it opened in Feb- 
ruary, 1969, when she was hired. 


"Despite the initial enthusiasm of 


three full-time center personnel in the 
past one and one-half years, without the 
interest of the teen population (not just a 
few specialized groups) the basic pur- 
poses of the teen center as conceived 
cannot be fulfilled," she said. 


SHE SAID that teen centers as special 


recreation facilities depend on "moti- 
vated teen forces." As teens tire of cer- 
tain programs.responsibilities or move 
on, the programs should terminate until 
a new impetus group forms. 


She stressed, however, that because a 


"program does not last forever it does 
not mean that it has not been successful 
nor should it be a criterion for not offer- 
ing it or attempting to make it available 
if requested." 


She feels that the original circum- 


stances which proved a need for a teen 
recreation facility in Elk Grove Village 
do not now fully exist. 


She credits this to an active high 


school extracurricular program, special- 
use recreation and eating facilities now 
available and the many teens who have 
cars. "It becomes apparent that only se- 
lect groups find a need to use the public 
recreation facility," she said. 


The youth that use the facilities are the 


ones that do not choose to become in- 
volved in other recreation 
activities. 


"These young people do need the public 
recreation facility," she said. 


"WHETHER THEIR need can justify

days a week, afternoon and evening, 
year around, is a question the park and 
recreation agency has to weigh, especial- 
ly in viewing the total community recre- 
ation picture and the allotment of recrea- 
tion tax funds." 


Another consideration, which some- 


times makes it difficult to maintain a 
teen center year aound, is the hiring of 
lasting personnel. 


According to Mrs. Little, "It is ex- 


tremely difficult to find (personnel) dur- 
ing the winter months because of the re- 
quirements of age, maturity, and sta- 
mina required by the park district, par- 
ents, and teens." 


Studies have shown that in a normal 


recreation center operation the turnover 
rate for full-time employes is usually one 
to one and one-half years, if not less. A 
teen recreation facility appears to follow 
suit with even a shorter attrition rate in 


lieu of the hours and pressures in work- 
ing solely with high school youth. 


This has been observed in the St. 


Charles, Arlington Heights anff Mount 
Prospect operations as well as the Elk 
Grove Village center. 


DESPITE THE difficulties involved in 


running a teen center, Mrs. Little and 
the teen center staff have indicated they 
feel it is being well-used now but that it 
has more potential. 


The successes have been many for 


both the teens and staff, they report. The 
report says, "Numerous young people 
have found it a place they could go 
where they wouldn't be 'kicked out' (this 
was listed as a reason for a separate 
teen recreation facility in the original ob- 
jectives). The hours of personal dis- 
cussion between staff and youth using 
the facility for recreation proved fruitful 
whether it was centered around personal 
problems or successes that needed shar- 
ing." 


It added, however, that as time prog- 


ressed the youth learned the dis- 
appointment that apathy among the 
teens brings, the difficulty and loneliness 
of administering rules and policies vith 
their own peers.

Little reports, 
"The dis- 


appointments of the center 
revolve 


aiound its not being able to operate un- 
der the original premises set by the 
teens and adults as well as it not being 
utilized by teens as thought under the 
original objectives." 


Recommendations on the future of the

Daley Urged To Expound Housing Views

Advocates of low-income housing in the 


suburbs didn't get through to Chicago 
Mayor Richard J Daley yesterday to 
seek his help, but they left behind a 
request for him to travel to Arlington 
Heigts to express his views to village of- 
ficials. 


They also left with Daley's aides a 


request for a future meeting to discuss 
the relation of the controversial Chicago 
Ho'ising Authority to the suburbs. 


Eight representatives of various organ- 


izations went to the mayor's office to 
urge him to take a "leadership" role 
in the development of low and modrate 
income housing throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan area. 


The group's representatives had sent a 


letter to Daley requesting an appoint- 
ment for yesterday morning. However, 


they were told the appointment had not 
been scheduled so they renewed their ap- 
peal for an appointment with the mayor. 


THE REPRESENTATIVES i n c l u d - 


ed Newman Cryer, a resident of Arling- 
ton Heights and a member of the Con- 
cerned 
Metropolitan 
Citizens Com- 


mittee (CMCC); John Swearengen Jr., 
president of the Chicago Postal Union 
and vice president of the Black Labor 
Leaders of Operation Breadbasket; and 
Robert Munoz of the Illinois Migrant 
Council. Others included representatives 
of the Church Federation of Greater Chi- 
cago and Seminarians Organized for Ra- 
cial Justice. 


Cryer, who acted as the group's 


spokesman, said the mayor's aides in- 
dicated an appointment would be set up 
in the future for the group to meet with 
Daley.

Helton Murder Trial Is Continued 


The murder trial of Ronald A. Helton 


was continued again yesterday — this 
time until June IS. 


Helton, 18, of 419 S. Webster, Naper- 


villc. is charged with the murder of Fred 
Taillon. an Arlington Heights service sta- 
tion attendant, during an early morning 
robbery Nov. 11,1969. Helton has been in 
custody since late December 1969. 


The rod-haired defendant did not ap- 


pear in court yesterday, as all the action 
in Room 700 of the Criminal Courts 
Building took place in Judge Daniel J. 
Ryan's chambers. 


The judge and attorneys for both sides 


in the case viewed video tape recordings 
of varying statements made by Helton 
reminding the murder. Helton's attorney, 
MoK in Knmm, filed a motion to suppress 
statements made by the youth, and the 
ciiso was put over until June 15. 


Michael Bolan, assistant state's attor- 


ney m charge of the case, said the mo- 
tion will be argued that day, and if the 
motion is denied, the trial will probably 
begin. 


Bolan admitted that without the state- 


ments, the prosecution has little remain- 
ing evidence against Helton. 


Helton and three other men were 


charged with the murder Dec. 29,1969. A 
few days later another name was added 
to the list and one of the original four 
was said to be cleared. 


IN APRIL 1970 Helton reportedly 


changed his story and the state dropped 
charges against the other three, stating 
it did not have enough evidence to prose- 
cute them. 


Taillon, who resided at 661 N. Wilke 


Rd., was murdered during a robbery at 
the Arlington Park Shell service station, 
at Wilke Road and Euclid Street, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Police said Taillon, 60, apparently fled 


through a plate glass window in an at- 
tempt to escape the attack, which oc- 
curred about 3:15 a.m. 


Police believe Taillon was stabbed 


repeatedly as he ran across the street to 
a home at 621 N. Wilke Rd., to try to get 
help. He was found dead on the porch of 
the home with 13 stab wounds in his back 
and neck. The crime netted the murderer 
about $87, according to police.

A proposal for the development of 190-

asked Daley to support "in every pos- 
sible way" a statewide zoning law which 
would attract the problem of "in- 
adequate low and moderate income hous- 
ing on a statewide basis or regional 
basis."

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Legislators Considering Land Donation Bill 


Springfield legislators now are consid- 


ering a bill legalizing required donations 
of land or equivalent cash to school dis- 
tricts, one which would "help" Schaum- 
burg Township Dist. 54 in builder nego- 
tiations. 


Dlst. M has enjoyed a "unique" suc- 


cess in dealings with developers, in busi- 
ness manager Marvin Lapicola's words. 
As of Jan. 21. the district had received a 
total of nearly $3 million. It had com- 
mitments for donations of an additional 
>774.loo Few districts have received so 
much, and in this sense. Lapicola said. 
Out M is "unique in this area of the 
state " 


Some of the donations have come eas- 


ily. 
Many have not. But Lapicola said 


every developer with a project within 
district boundaries has agreed to a dona- 
tion of some kind. Only in one case, that 
of 3-H Builders now appearing before the 
Hanover Park zoning board, has it ap- 
peared a developer would receive zoning 
without first agreeing to a school dona- 
tion. And there, 3-H claims all necessary 
donations for its project already have 
been made. 


BUT THE DONATIONS have been re- 


quested and required from developers 
with no legal backing. The district has 
received cooperation from its villages, 


which 
have required 
donations for 


schools before granting zoning or approv- 
ing preannexation agreements. 


There has been no question that the 


zoning leverage would not stand up in 
court under present laws, even among 
school officials. They have stated there is 
no legal basis for their requirements, but 
cited their need. If the villages were to 
deny zoning only to win school donations, 
their court cases would not hold water. 


A state law similar to Senate Bill 658, 


which would legalize requiring donations, 
would give Dist. 54 the necessary foot- 
hold, said Lapicola. 


"It would be encouraging" in such

as the 3-H request in Hanover 


Park, said Lapicola. 3-H told the district 
it would be both illegal and immoral to 
require a donation now, he said, but 
state legislation would eliminate such ar- 
guments. 


AND IN RELATIONS with other devel- 


opers which have been more willing to 
make donations, said Lapicola, the pro- 
posed law would do no harm. He specifi- 
cally mentioned Hoffman-Rosner Corp. 
and Campanelli Brothers as developers 
that have been most cooperative with the 
district, adding there are others. 


The district only recently approved a 


set of guidelines for minimum donations, 
which it is asking villages to enforce. 


The guidelines request not only land, but 
also money. The state bill under study 
would not approve such standards, since 
it asks developers only for land or cash, 
not both. 


But Lapiccla does not feel this will hin- 


der Dist. 54 in obtaining both. The pro- 
posed bill would give the district legal 
strength, through the villages, to require 
donations. The bill would not limit the 
amount of the donations, he feels. During 
negotiations, "I don't feel the legislation 
would be even referred to," he said. 


If the district had had such a legal 


basis for its developer negotiations in the 
past, "I feel, under the different circum- 
stances, more than just sites would have 
been gotten," he said.

DEAR DR. LAMB — We felt moved to 


write you on animal fat being the cause 
of cholesterol leveto in heart and vascu- 
lar disease. Dairying is our business. 
While waiting in a doctor's office, I read 
an article in a health journal that said 
they realized cholesterol levels are not 
changed by animal fats but more likely 
by genetics. Have you heard about this 
yet? 


Dear Reader — Thank you for your 


letter and also the enclosures of a dairy 
association. Of course I have heard of 
the influence of genetics on cholesterol 
levels and so have most authorities work- 
ing on this problem. It is one of several 
factors. I understand your concern since 
you are in the dairy business. 


Now let's clarify a few points The en- 


closure you sent refers to the Framing- 
ham Diet Study and states fats are unre- 
lated to cholesterol. A number of groups 
in the food industry, including both meat 
and dairy groups, have made this state- 
ment out of context trying to vindicate 
their position. 


LET'S HEAR WHAT the scientists say 


who did the actual study: — "It does not 
mean that the difference between Fram- 
ingham and aome other population (say 
the people of Japan) in serum cholesterol 
is unrelated to differences between these 
populations in diet. Still leas does it 


mean that serum cholesterol levels can- 
not be changed by changes in dietary in- 
take. 


Worldwide studies have been con- 


ducted on different populations in Africa, 
Asia, Europe and the United States. Dif- 
ferent forms of living habits have been 
studied and even the effects of imprison- 
ment and occupation during war. 


The huge mass of data accumulated 


through history and on a worldwide basis 
clearly indicates the role of too much fat 
of any kind in the diet and particularly 
saturated fats found in dairy products 
and animal fats. This is not my personal 
opinion; it is the official opinion of the 
Inter Society Commission on Heart Dis- 
ease funded by the federal government

This means using cattle that produce 
milk relatively low in fat (like Holstein 
cattle versus Jersey cattle). And, of 
course, people can use the low-fat milk 
products and the nonfat milk powders 
and uncreamed cottage cheese — all are 
good for the health The truth is, I favor 
enough calcium, BUT you can get that 
without the butter fat by using nonfat 
milk in cooking and other low-fat prod- 
ucts 


I really do sympathize with you. When 


I was a boy, my father operated a dairy, 
but facts cannot be ignored and it seems 
the best solution in the light of present 
information is to promote healthy dairy 
products which means low-fat.

Any housewife knows the more you buy 


of a product, the less it costs on a per- 
ounce basis. 


for almost a year now, business man- 


agers and purchasing agents for area 
school districts have been trying to apply 
the same "housewife sense" to their own 
buying habits. 


In business circles, it's called coopera- 


tive purchasing. 


What it means is that school districts, 


which all have to purchase paper, pen- 
cils, light bulbs and other supplies to run 
the schools, are trying to buy large quan- 
tities together so they can save money on 
each item they purchase 


Theoretically, the principle is sound. A 


grow of light bulbs or a carload of paper 
costs less than one carton of light bulbs 
or a single ream of paper. It ought to be 
a fairly easy practice to initiate. 


Six area school district business man- 


agers have taken the first step to begin 
cooperative purchasing. This month they 
have gone out together to seek bids on 
paper. Rock bottom paper prices in the 
paper industry have prevented the six 
from obtaining a better price than indi- 
vidual school districts, negating the prin- 
ciple of cost savings in the cooperative 
effort. 


The effort to work together on a coop- 


erative purchase will mean much more 
to the six districts than the savings in 
cost of paper for the coming year. 


Paper is a product school districts are 


using constantly and each district has 
provided storage space for paper prod- 
ucts. 


A problem arises, though, when dis- 


tricts purchase large quantities of little- 
used supplies. In a year, one school dis- 
trict might purchase 1.000 light bulbs, 
but not all the light bulbs will be needed 
at the same time. Thus, storage becomes 
a problem. 


Initially, six school districts might be 


able to store their cooperative purchases, 
but the group from which the most ag- 
gressive cooperative purchasing effort is 
coming is a larger group: the 18-member 
Business Managers' Northwest Suburban 
Area Association. Northern Illinois Uni- 
versity and Harper College, as well as 
school districts from Harrington to Park 


Ridge are talking about cooperative pur- 
chasing which would require large coop- 
erative storage areas 


The savings on such a large-scale plan 


might be immense, but until the storage 
problem and possibly a transportation 
problem of delivering supplies to school 
districts when they need them are 
worked out, cooperative purchasing can 
work only on a limited basis. 


W i t h i n the 10-member Northwest 


Educational Cooperative (NEC), an ef- 
fort to set up local cooperative purchas- 
ing is also going on. The six districts par- 
ticipating in the cooperative paper pur- 
chase are all members of the NEC: Ele- 
mentary Dists. 15, 23, 25, 26, 57 and High 
School Oist. 214. 


The ground work among local school 


districts for more cooperative purchasing 
has been laid. Hopefully, the lack of sav- 
ings in paper purchases to the districts 
involved in the first effort have been off- 
set by the prospect of future cooperation.

He won't 
make four spades. He may not make 
three no-trump. 


When North opens one spade and re- 


bids two diamonds and South knows that 
he may have opened a four-card suit, 
then South has terrific problems.

Bright Future 


Robert Hanrahan, currently the 


"lame duck" Cook County School 
Superintendent, 
deserves to be 


named as Midwest regional com- 
mi.-Moner for the U.S. Office of 
Education 


Hanrahan has been mentioned 


recently as a top candidate for the 
post along with defeated Chicago 
md>oral candidate Richard Fried- 
man Earlier thus year, defeated 
state superintendent of public in- 
struction Ra\ Page was also com- 
peting for the post. 


The 36-> ear-old Superintendent 


wnuid not be under consideration 
for the job if he had not been de- 
feated last November in a reelec- 
tion bid Through a quirk of law. 
Hanrahan must maintain as Coun- 
tv 
Superintendent until August, 


whpn he will be succeeded by 
Democrat Richart Martwick. 


Hence. Hanrahan has been a 


"lame duck " However, the solid 
accomplishments of his office, pri- 
or to his November defeat, have 
been exceeded by the energy and 
accomplishments offered by his of- 
fice since November. 


In the last few months. Hanra- 


han has been able to keep most of 
his key personnel. He's kept them 
bus>. too w ith a variety of confer- 
ences research reports and legis- 
lative activities. 


For example, in December he 


sponsored a two-day symposium to 
introduce a new manual on drug 
education That conference drew 
about 500 area teachers. Last 
month, he sponsored a teacher 
placement program which drew a 
comparable number of teachers. 


This 
Saturday, 
Hanrahan 
is 


opening the doors of his offices to 
the press for a student forum, a 
program in which students have 
chatted informally with him in re- 
cent months about school prob- 
lems. It will follow by 24 hours a 
day-long seminar open to public 
and non-public teachers. 


Hanrahan has also urged support 


for legislation to aid the county's 
districts gain a better deal in re- 
ceiving state aid. Finally, his re- 
search office continues to compile 
data on programs throughout the 
county districts. 


In other words, Hanrahan could 


have taken the easy way and 
allowed his office to slide, cutting 
into the programs which it has pro- 
vided to school districts. But Han- 
rahan has not allowed that degene- 
ration to take place. 


Hanrahan's Republican political 


credentials will help in his fight to 
gain the new post. His case can be 
made stronger, too, by the fact 
that his defeat was narrower than 
most of the other county GOP can- 
didates. He suffered under the 
straight-ticket Democratic land- 
slide from Chicago, a city which 
under law received little attention 
from Hanrahan's office He scored 
strongly in the suburbs. 


In other words, politicians might 


view him as a man with a political 
future. More important, though, he 
has a strong educational past, a 
proven record of progressive lead- 
ership in the office of County Su- 
perintendent. 


Such qualifications are 
badly 


needed on the Federal level. Han- 
rahan deserves the post, on the 
basis of his qualifications.

The Late Tax Bill Mystery

Despite the uproar over late property 


tax bills, one important question has 
gone mysteriously unanswered. It would 
seem, someone, somewhere in Cook 
County's stronghold of government could 
tell us why bills are coming out three 
months behind schedule. 


But straight answers to straight ques- 


tions can be hard to come by around the 
county building. It's particularly tough 
when nosing around in an issue as tick- 
lish as this year's tax-collection debacle. 


Certainly, there are political overtones.

bills to Mayor Richard Daley's re-elec- 
tion campaign. A nice 30-day delay weuld 
have let Chicago voters forget about 
their property taxes long enough so they 
could happily cast ballots for another 
four years of rule by Daley's well-oiled 
machine But 90 days? That would be 
something akin to "overkill." 


Efforts by reporters and others to find 


out some of the other reasons have been 
frustrated. It's not that everyone in coun- 
ty officialdom is unwilling to talk about 
the tax-bill delay There are always 
those willing to give you the time of day. 


Problem is, that's about all you get. 
The seemingly genuine interest some 


of these officials devoted to questions can 


be misleading. But after a few seconds of 
thought, and, perhaps, an officious rub of 
the chin, they shrugged their shoulders 
and said something like, "Well, I . . . uh 
... Gosh, I don't know." 


Other officials engaged in a masterful 


display of buck-passing. County commis- 
sioners claimed they fulfilled their re- 
sponsibility by reminding various depait- 
ments in the taxing mechanism of the 
deadline. The County Assessor's Office 
asserted the state was behind schedule in 
assessing capital stock. Besides, nothing 
more could be done until the Board of 
Appeals completed its hearings on con- 
tested assessments. For six weeks the 
Board of Appeals predicted it would be 
done "next week " 


When the appeals board finally wound 


up the hearings, its members complained 
the press was to blame for reporting sev- 
eral downtown buildings were under- 
assessed, thereby causing a rash of last- 
minute appeals. 


On behalf of the press corps covering 


the county, let me apologize for reporting 
the truth. 


Not too long ago, State Rep. Romie J. 


Palmer, R-Blue Island, introduced a res- 
olution that might have turned up an 
honest answer to the late tax bill ques- 
tion His resolution proposed creation of 
a special committee to investigate the 
delay. 


Any flicker of hope the proposal gave 


for uncovering the truth, however, was 
snuffed out. Democratic forces in the leg- 
islature don't take kindly to moves that 
would lay bare some of the intricacies of 
the Chicago political machine.

Ailing Rails Are World Problem 


by BRUCE BIOSSAT 


It is reliably estimated that roughly a 


score of the nation's "Class One" rail- 
roads are either broke or nearly broke. 
Most of the distressed lines are in the 
East and Middle West. 


Rail men and a lot of more detached 


transportation experts say these roads 
need a huge infusion of federal money 
soon if they are to survive. Should they 
get it? 


The federal government already is 


besieged for demands for immense new 
sums to he spent on the cities, the 
schools, health care, food for the poor, 
more benefits for the aged. A crumbling 
rail system may seem a doubtful candi- 
date in this competition. 


Yet the fact is clear that this system 


still plays a vital role in the economy 
which must support the many costly so- 
cial improvements called for today. 
About 40 per cent of all U.S freight ship- 
ments move by rail, including bulk car- 
goes movable no other way at reasonable 
charge. 


A public which is reading of alleged 


mismanagement in such large rail com- 
plexes as ?enn Centrai may not be too 
sympathetic to the rail lines' pleas for 
government help. Though no publicized 
polls disclose their attitudes, they just 
might prefer nationalization of the rails. 


But there are grave misgivings about 


this course, too. At a big three-panel 
seminar 
on transportation prospects 


which was sponsored by Columbia Uni- 
versity's American Assembly, some 60 
transportation specialists decided nation- 
alization "would be unwise." 


A panel overseer, Ernest W. Williams, 


Jr., professor of transportation at Colum- 
bia, questions whether government take- 
over would necessarily solve or even 
ease the railroad's difficulties. 


Writing in the Columbia Journal of 


World Business, Williams says: 
"... railroads traditionally developed 


as public enterprises, as in Germany and 
Japan, have shown no more success in 
meeting modern conditions than those 
that have more recently been nation- 
alized. 


"Government ownership does not nec- 


essarily lead to the discontinuance of

uneconomic passenger services nor the 
abandonment of unproductive lines. It 
does not make the rationalization of pric- 
ing policies any easier.. ." 


Williams contends that praise heaped 


on fast, efficient rail service in Japan 
and some European countries ignores 
such key differences as these — our larg- 
er distances, our more fully developed 
competitive highway network, our far 
higher per-person use of automobiles. 


C a u g h t between our monumental 


growth in truck and motor car traffic 
and the vastly expanded (though pre- 
sently slowed) reliance on air travel, 
American railroads have seen the writ- 
ing on the wall for years. 


It is figured that more than a fourth of 


all U.S. rail freight traffic moves at 
shipping rates below the rails' out-of- 
pocket costs. Deficits threaten con- 
stantly. 


President R. C. Grayson of the Frisco 


Line told the Assembly's panelists that 
the country's rail net needs to spend — 
in the 1970s - about $36 billion for new 
equipment and rehabilitation of its "fixed 
plant." Almost half of that would go for 
new or rebuilt freight cars. 


In its present troubled state, the rail- 


road industry just doesn't generate that 
kind of capital. For instance, at the end 
of 1969 the Class One railroads (there are 
71) bad a "working capital" deficit of 


nearly $700 million. TTie weakened roads 
are hurting the healthy ones. 


Again, this distress is not a condition 


unique to America. An Assembly panelist 
says that, in the latest year with full 
data, Japan's widely lauded rail service 
showed a $365 million deficit. Only Swit- 
zerland and Holland are exceptions to 
the rule of European rail deficits. Lines 
in South America are losing ventures by 
mammoth margins. 


Right now U.S. lines have a very nar- 


row "money view" of their problems. 
But there is great public interest in re- 
storing them to health.

Medical Technology 


A Career ThaVs Growing

"Every day we hold life and death in 


our hands." Medical technologists at 
Holy Family Hospital speak for all in 
their profession. None take their jobs 
lightly. Medical technology is a scientific 
carper that demands extensive and in- 
tensive training . . . and constant vigil- 
ance. 


"You must care!" said Mrs. Joan Mill- 


er, assistant laboratory manager and 
chief of hematology at the Des Plaines 
hospital. Professionals working in medi- 
cal labs must be accurate, thorough and 
reliable at all times, she explained. 


"MT's are 
extremely quality con- 


scious, constantly checking and recheck- 
ing routine tests. Doctors rely on labora- 
tory results to aid them in diagnosis and 
treatment An error rn the lab could kill 
someone." 


As examples Mrs. Miller cited such 


diseases ns Irukemia and diabetes that 
ran be identified positively only in the 
laboratory 


IT'S VKRY SATISFYING to perform 


such a vrtal service to patients, Mrs. 
M.ller assures any young woman who 
might be interested in this medically re- 
lati-d career. 


At present most medical technologists 


are women But because of broadening 
opportunities in research and adminis- 
tration and increasing salaries, more 
men are entering the field. And medical 
technology is rewarding for the science- 
mmrtH individual interested in medicine 
with limited patient contact, said Joan. 


Speaking from experience, Mrs. Miller 


said the prospective MT student must ex- 
pect to work hard. She advises high 


school students interested in the field to 
pursue a college preparatory course with 
emphasis on science and math. Anyone 
who feels at home in the high school lab 
may find MT a good career choice. 


College students with medical tech- 


nology in mind follow a baccalaureate 
degree program requiring 16 semester 
hours each of chemistry and biology and 
at least one hour of math. They gain 
clinical experience in hospital labratory 
educational programs approved by the 
American Medical Association (AMA). 


MOST AMA APPROVED programs 


•re affiliated witfl nearby colleges and 
universities where clinical experience 
counts as the senior college year, Mrs. 
Miller explained. Often there is no tuition 
charge for this year, and some programs 
pay students a monthly stipend of $75 to 
$100. 


About SO Illinois hospitals, many m and 


near the Chicago area, cooperate with 
approximately 20 Illinois colleges in the 
MT program (Lutheran General Hospital 
in Park Ridge is one which has such a 
training program.) 


Joan Miller, an Arlington Heights resi- 


dent, returned to work five years ago af- 
ter raising a family. She earned her B.S. 
degree in science at Coe College in Cedar 
Rapids. Iowa. A long-standing interest in 
science and medicine prompted her to 
work her way through college. She spent 
four years studying while working as a 
laboratory assistant. 


"I ALWAYS WANTED to be a doctor 


but at that time couldn't afford medical 
school," Joan recalled. 


Following graduation she attended 


Northwestern Medical School where she 


specialized in hematology (the study of 
blood count and blood coagulation), one 
of several specialties science majors and 
MT students may choose. 


Other specialities — all offering chal- 


lenge and opportunity in expanding med- 
ical labs all over the country — include 
blood banking technology, microbiology, 
bacteriology, 
chemistry 
and 
nuclear 


medicine. 


"There's a great need for qualified 


people," stressed the assistant lab man- 
ager. 


To qualify for a specialty, college stu- 


dents must earn a B.S. degree, gain clin- 
ical experience in the specialty area and 
then successfully complete an exam- 
ination given by the Board of Registry of 
Medical Technology. This test is open to 
all MT graduates. 


WHEN JOAN MILLER passed the 


registry test, she was awarded the pro- 
fessional title MT (ASCP) — standing for 
American Society of Clinical Patholo- 
gists. She was nationally certified with 
the right to wear the registry seal on the 
sleeve of her uniform. 


"Most MT's at Holy Family have 


passed this registry test," Joan com- 
mented. "This means we have met pro- 
fessional standards recognized by organ- 
ized medicine." 


Those working in the Holy Family lab- 


oratory speak enthusiastically of their 
careers in a paramedical field where op- 
portunities and salaries are wide open. 


Mrs. Sue Dixon, chief of the chemistry 


section of the Holy Family laboratory, 
likes the challenge and variety of tests 
modern equipment enable her to per- 
form. A Mount Prospect resident and 


graduate of Whitewater (Wis.) State Uni- 
versity, Sue took her lab training at Wes- 
ley Memorial Hospital in Chicago. 


IN THE HEMATOLOGY department 


lab specialists Mrs. Yvonne Kuphal at 
Des Plaines, Mrs. Elizabeth Kline of 
Barrington and Mrs. Margaret Sheehan 
of Arlington Heights use the Coulter 
Counter, computorized equipment that 
can complete six tests (all in triplicate) 
in 40 seconds. Among results it can com- 
pute in seconds are red and white blood 
count, hemoglobin and size and per- 
centage of red cells. 


Yvonne Kuphal, from Sioux Falls, 


S.D., first chose nursing as a career, but 
because she prefers working with the 
doctor, she switched to laboratory work. 
Yvonne earned a degree in biology at 
Mankato (Minn.) State College, then in- 
terned in medical technology at Sioux 
Valley Hospital. 


"I'm interested in all things medical 


and get a great deal of satisfaction out of 
this service," she said.

NEW YORK (NEA) - When a beau- 


tiful blonde appears on the cover of Look 
Magazine in an organdy apron and little 
else, the words "sex symbol" pop into 
the mind. And since these are the two 
dirtiest words in the Women's Lib lexi- 
con it's not surprising that the headline 
with the picture read, "I think Women's 
Lib is crazy. Why?" 


The cover girl, Judy Black, Washing- 


ton. D.C., model, art major, Briarcliff 
graduate and mother of a 5-year-old son, 
said she doesn't think that at all. "But I 
<lo think the organized groups are doing 
more harm than good. 


They are too militant, masculine and 


humorless. We must seduce men by rea- 
son, not by militance," she added. "Giv- 
en a just argument, men will rally to a 
just cause." 


She opposes such anti-Libbers as the 


"Pussycats" and "Fascinating Woman- 
hood" as well, feeling there's no need to 
sit up and beg for a pat on the head from 


your spouse or any other man. She's for 
day care centers, abortion on demand, 
equal employment opportunities and 
equal pay. And she even feels a woman 
shouldn't have to give up her maiden 
name at marriage, thus losing nor indi- 
viduality. 


A F T E R THE MAGAZINE cover 


caused a bit of a stir, Miss Black began 
to speak her mind on the subject of wom- 
en's liberation on radio and television 
and now finds herself the center of v new 
movement. The groups is called TWO, to 
represent men and women working to- 
gether to achieve human rights for all. 


"My God," she said, "if we can't get 


together I don't know what's going to 
happen to this country." 


The difference in Judy's approach is 


her belief that it's wrong to fight men. 
"They have the power to help. We should 
work with them." 


Cover girl she is, but working hand in 


hand with a man is something this girl 
knows about. She hitched through the Sa- 


hara on the back of a lemon truck, even- 
tually got to Guinea where she married 
her childhood sweetheart who was in the 
Peace Corps. While working there with 
him, 
she taught art to children and be- 


came involved in the Food for Peace 
program. 


THIS AMAZING GAL successfully 


climbed to the top of Mt. Rainier and 
while in Guinea learned to fix car en- 
gines with hairpins. No Pussycat, she. 


"I can't understand why male-female 


relationships have to go under because 
women want their rights as individuals," 
she said. And now she is devoting almost 
all of her time to show that she's right in 
her way of thinking. 


The first thing she did was patent a 


new symbol to replace the clenched- 
hand female symbol now employed by 
other groups. Hers is a circle and a cross 
with a dove at the top of the circle — 
free to fly. "The dove represents the cov- 
enant between man and God and men 
and women," she explained. 


TWO already has several thousano 


members and more join every day. "But 
we want intelligent people," Judy said, 
"not kooks." 


THERE WILL BE A quarterly news- 


paper, posters, the symbol used on belts, 
rings and neck chains, even records — 
and the proceeds from their sale will go 
to forming lobby groups to help get 
through legislation on issues important to 
the organization's aims. 


"We would like to see stimulating day 


nurseries with teachers from every walk 
of life to teach children community inter- 
ests. 


"We're angry with the negative ap- 


proach which degrades men. Who wants 
to carry a banner saying 'Don't cook din- 
ner tonight. Starve a rat.'? I like to 
cook." 


"There's no point in being liberated," 


she said, "unless you have a creative al- 
ternative, such as helping solve such 
problems as cancer or drugs. Women 
could help if they were freed from the 


home. Some women are just not moth- 
ers. Others prefer that role to any job. 
Each should have the option to choose." 


WE'LL NEVER reach that goal, she 


feels, by calling our husbands "male 
chauvinist pigs." 


Her attitude toward Women's Liber- 


ation is, "If there is to be true freedom 
and an end to war, poverty and human 
indignity we as men and women must 
first get together to create new attitudes 
which are commensurate with this new 
age we live in.''

Studies show that close to a year will 
elapse between the time a store pays for 
your stamps and the time you cash them 
in. Meanwhile, as long as you hold the 
stamps, the stamp company has the use 
of your money. Sperry & Hutchinson, one 
of the largest stamp companies, has a 
total "float" estimated at close to $200

million. Probably a few of those dollars 
tire yours and could be working for you 
instead if you cashed in your stamp 
books more often. 


OR CONSIDER travelers' checks. The 


issuing companies don't get rich on the 
small initial charge you pay (usually, 
$1.00 
per $100.00). Their profits come 


from the interest-free "float" available 
for use until you cash your checks. You 
may well have a couple of travelers' 
checks left over from last year's vaca- 
tion that are part of this multi-million 
dollar float. You could cash them in and 
let that money earn more money for you. 


Or take Christmas clubs. If yours 


doesn't pay interest, you'd be dollars 
ahead to "be your own Christmas club" 
and make regular payments into a sav- 
ings account that pays you interest from 
date of deposit to date of withdrawal. 


The same thing applies if you over- 


withhold on your income tax. Granted, 
it's delightful when you eventually get 
your refund check, but that's an ex- 
pensive round-trip for you. You could 
have earned several months' interest on 
what's really your own money. 


Or maybe you're a loser who holds 


checks you receive a few days or weeks. 
Deposit promptly, and use that sum to 
lower the service charge on your check- 
ing account or to increase your interest 
on your savings account. 


IT'S EVEN POSSIBLE that you lose 


money by keeping too much cash on 
hand. If you maintain too large a check- 
ing account balance you might profit by 
transferring some to a savings account. 
And while everybody needs some emer- 
gency cash at home, to* much petty cash 
not only costs you earnings but also rep- 


resents a larger loss possibility in case of 
fire or theft. 


Then there are all the idle assets most 


of us have around, from maternity 
clothes you don't expect to use again to 
unused toys and sports equipment. May- 
be you once bought a clarinet for your 
daughter to take lessons. The lessons 
didn't "take," but the clarinet is still tak- 
ing up room in her closet. Or your son 
once collected stamps, but has now lost 


all interest in the hobby. These things 
are "float," too, in the sense that they're 
assets you're not getting any return from 
or using in any way. Have yourself a 
garage sale, or seU them through a 
newspaper classified ad. 


In short, take the offense when it 


comes to managing your money. Convert 
idle or "floating" assets into cash, then 
put that cash to work for you in a sav- 
ings account or other investment.

Declaration Of Circuit Court Judge 
Decision Hampers County 


A circuit court decision in March rul- 


ing the corporate personal property tax 
unconstitutional has temporarily placed 
Cook County in the category of a "bad 
financial risk." 


For the past month, the county has 


been trying to sell $3.5 million in tax an- 
ticipation 
warrants without success, 


largely because the decision by Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Walter P. 
Dahl could eliminate a great chunk of 
annual tax revenue, estimated from $120 
million to $135 million. 


Dahl's decision grew out of a law suit 


filed by Lakeshore Auto Parts of Chi- 
cago, which challenged the levy on cor- 
porate personal property as being in vio- 
lation of the "equal protection clause" of 
the U. S. Constitution. In effect, Dahl 
agreed with the plaintiff's contention that 
the tax was an unfair burden on corpo- 
rations since a state-wide referendum 
last November removed the individual 
personal property levy from state stat- 
utes. 


AN APPEAL TO the decision is cur- 


rently awaiting action by the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. 


Meanwhile, large banks that normally 


would buy tax warrants are turning their 
backs on efforts by the county to get an 
advance on $3.5 million in expected reve- 
nue. 


County officials reported 
yesterday 


their attempts to find a buyer have been 
frustrated by caution among financial in- 
stitutions, waiting to see what the state 
high court decides. 


James Gaughn, assistant deputy comp- 


troller, said the county virtually had ex- 
hausted all possibilities in finding a buy- 
er for the warrants. He noted that $68 
million in warrants had been sold to a 
New York City firm in March, but that 
sale took place before Dahl's decision. 


IF THE COUNTY were able to sell the 


additional $3.5 million in warrants, it 
would have reached the maximum legal 
limit — 75 per cent of the tax levy. 
Funds from the unsold warrants would 
go to the County Hospital Governing 
Commission. 


Gaughn explained that financial in- 


stitutions simply are concerned about 
impact Judge Dahl's decision could have 
on the county's earning power. 


"Therefore, their risk in getting paid 


isn't a good one," he commented. 
Gaughn said he thought the banks were 
being overly-cautious. 


Each year the county relies heavily on 


the sale of tax anticipation warrants to 
finance its operations until revenue be- 
gins coming in.

"Secondly, golf is played in beautiful, 


natural surroundings. Golf courses are 
very well taken care of. In a way it re- 
flects today's fight for ecology, of pre- 
serving the country. People just want to 
get outdoors." 


Palmer believes that golf's future is in 


the hands of young players like 24-year- 
old John Miller. "When young people see 
that someone like John can make 
$100,000 a year, they'll become more in- 
terested in trying it themselves," he 
said. 


Money, to some young people, is the 


hang-up they ascribe to "the generation 
of yesteryear." "That's just a fad," said 
Palmer. "When they have to start sup- 
porting a family, they'll find how impor- 
tant money becomes. 


"I always worked for what I had. I 


was the son of a golf course grounds- 
keeper, and I began mowing the golf 
course when I was a little kid." When 
he started the tour he had to win money 
to eat. He did not have much of a fi- 
nancial backing. His wife, Winnie, and 
he lived in a trailer. "For those of us 
who were not supported, money was im- 
portant from the outset. It'll be that 
way for those kids (when they have to 
start supporting themselves). You can 
quote me on that," said Palmer. 


At the Ail-American golf awards ban- 


quet in New York last summer, Palmer 
presented the eight outstanding college 
golfers with awards, and said, "These 
boys have haircuts, they are clean-cut 
looking . . and I'm sure they will con- 
tinue to do well in college courses and in 
the business world."

of areas, so it will be a little uncomfor- 
table But the fishing should be good. 
Since this is one of the areas that has 
nearly no fishing at all prior to Satur-

Wisconsin the walleye and sauger are 
hitting below the locks and dams with 
exceptional catches reported at Alma 
and Trempealeau The waters have re- 
ceded from the spring high, so it is a lot 
safer and more comfortable fishing the 
river than it has been earlier this spring 


Rainbow trout are hitting at Lilly Bay 


and Whltefish Bay creek on the Lake 
Michigan shoreline; and at Bailey's Har- 
bor, Fish Crrek, Eagle Harbor and 
Moonlight Bay In Door County they're 
also taking brown trout. Big not them 
are hitting now in Door County and the 
jumbo perch are hitting big in Sturgeon 
Bay. 


The Peshtigo and Menominee rivers 


are producing northern pike up in Mari- 
nette county and even the smelt are run- 
ning in that busy river — the Men- 
ominee 


The white bass action is pretty good on 


Lake Winnebago and in Waupaca Coun- 
ty's section of the Wolf River. Lake 
Puckaway, in the same general area, is 
also keeping northern pike and catfisher- 
men hopping 


Beaver dam lake in the southern part 


of the state looks good for northern pike 
this weekend They're not running really 
big, but they go up to 30 inches and are 
taking both artificial and live bait 


Generally, for most of the southern 


lakes and rivers in Wisconsin, I'd follow 
a general rule: If you're fishing shallow 
water — shorelines and such, you'll do 
well with artificials — spinners, singles 
and doubles, and small spoons, Rapalas 
and other shallow and surface baits. But 
if you find it necessary to fish deep for 
the action, then you prooably should 
switch to live bait — minnows and nite 
crawlers And that rule will apply, al- 
most without exception, to whatever fish 
you're after, at least for the next month 
or so 


Thr coho run isn't really "on" yet in 


Wisconsin (nor is it extra special yet in 
the Illinois section of the lake), but trai- 
lers are picking up two to five pounders 
off Kenosha. One 16 pound steelhead was 
taken from Oak creek and several up to 
that size have also been taken out of 
Pike Creek and the Root River. 


Crappies are hitting well on Pewaukee 


lake near Delafield. 


So, generally, it looks like a good 


weekend to try it in Wisconsin if you 
don't mind driving, and if you want to 
try for northern and walleye. 


If you're interested only in panfish, 


then you'll do just as well on the Chain of 
Lakes this weekend, where the crappie 
action continues good, with a few bass 
and a now-and-then walleye starting to 
show up.

Many-Colored coats — 


Dogs come in many-colored coats and 


often you hear colors which are perhaps 
just a little different than what you 
might expect. 


For example, if given a 
brindle, 


dapple, roan, ticked, grizzle or merle 
dog, what color will your dog be? 


Brindle is muted stripes of light and 


dark hair, most often in the brown and 
black tones. Boxers, Bulldogs, Great 
Danes and Irish Wolfhounds are among 
the breeds that may have brindle color- 


ing. 


Dapple is irregularly shaped rings or 


circles of color over a lighter shade of 
the same coloring. It produces a mottled 
effect and Dachshunds are the only 
breed that occasionally are dappled. 


Roan is an even mixture throughout 


the coat of colored and white hairs. Usu- 
ally the base color is in the blue-gray or 
red-brown shades. English Cocker Spa- 
niels may be roan, as may German 
Wirehaired and Shorthaired Pointers. 


"Ticked" is small, irregular patches of 


color in a predominantly white coat, of- 
ten continued with a larger colored area, 
such as a saddle-shaped marking on the 
dog's back. Brittany Spaniels are one ex- 
ample. There are also some hound 
breeds with this marking. 


Grizzle is a blue-grey or black-grey 


m i x t u r e . Many terrier breeds are 
grizzle: Norwich, Border and Lakeland 
Terriers, to name a few.

Merle is a blue-grey color with small 


flecks of black, giving the coat a mar- 
bled appearance. Collies, Shetland Sheep- 
dogs, Old English Sheepdogs and Cardi- 
gan Welsh Corgis may have merle color- 
ing. It's almost always accompanied 
with large areas of white on the chest 
and legs. 


Desirable colors and markings are 


specified for most breeds. As pointed out 
by Gaines Dog Research, however, only 
the Greyhound and Whippet have abso- 
lutely no restrictions on coloring. In fact, 
both breeds' standards describe color 
as "immaterial."

To Preserve Free Choice 


The number of conservative news- 


papers whose editorials condemn govern- 
ment aid to non-public schools surprises 
me. Such a stand puts those papers in 
the position of supporting what will, soon 
enough I'm afraid, become a government 
monopoly in education. 


Without the spur of competition from a 


private school system, might we not ex- 
pect the .<;ame kind of gradual deteriora- 
tion of services provided, at ever in- 
creasing cost, which has generally char- 
acterized other government 
operated 


monopolies? 


The final paragraph of the letter from 


"Name Withheld by Request" was also 
quite a surprise. It praised America for 
furnishing a freedom of choice, but fol- 
lowed many long paragraphs all favoring 
an elimination of choice. 


We are all required by law — there is 


no choice — to pay taxes in support of 
the government's objective that the en- 
tire population be educated in schools. 


And all parents must send their children 
to school, even if both parents are quali- 
fied teachers and would rather attend 
personally to the education of their chil- 
dren. 


Are we to have no choice either in the 


selection of a school? At present, there is 
no choice except to those who are will- 
ing, and able, to pay twice. Though the 
willingness might likely continue, or 
even increase, the ability has and will 
decrease constantly. More and more, 
there will be choice available only to the 
wealthy. 


Many objections to tax support for pri- 


vate schools relate to separation of 
church and state. These objections arise 
because religious communities operate 
many private schools. However, no sub- 
sidy has ever been sought for the teach- 
ing of religion, but only for the teaching 
of secular subject matter. 


Private schoils at all levels teach 


secular subjects very well. That is amply 


demonstrated by the records of their stu- 
dents. Don't private schools deserve 
compensation for the secular education 
being furnished to so many? 


If religion is also taught in a private 


school, if prayers are also said, should 
these activities preclude support?

On any sunny May noon, students 


swarm over the grassy plaza in front of 
the College Center at Harper College in 
Palatine. 


They toss softbalto or footballs back 


and forth near the library. Against them 
are silhouetted couples lounging and 
talking on the warm, green grass. 


Other students, often with sandwiches 


In hand, sit along a wall near the two 
glass front doors. As the quiet conversa- 
tions are punctuated by the yells of the 
sottball players, the American and Illi- 
nois flags bang their halyards in the 
breeze. 


ONE YEAR AGO today, when four stu- 


dents at Kent State University in Kent, 
Ohio, were slain by National Guardsmen, 
the position of the flag at Harper, 400 
miles from Kent, became an issue 


For three successive days, students, 


some say a handful, others say 200 to 
300. clustered around the flagpole and 
angrily debated among themselves and 
teachers and administrators to deter- 
mine if the flag should be lowered to 
half-staff in respect for the dead. 


In the end, the college's seven man 


board of trustees agreed to lower the 
flag 
to half-staff 
for a full week. 


Throughout the debate, there was no vio- 
lence. 


Today, the flag flaps unnoticed in the 


breeze. The only noticeable change in the 
plaza is the addition of a large rock pro- 
claiming "William Rainey Harper Col- 
lege." 


YET INSIDE THE college's stone 


buildings, there are subtle changes. A 
larger number of long-haired students 
cluster in an area called The Pit. Student 
offices are decorated with colorful politi- 
cal and psychedelic posters 


The college's campus safety depart- 


ment is larger and more professional. 
However, its main task is still to issue 
parking tickets and to prevent thefts of 
stereo tape decks from student cars 


Some students are gone. Raymond 


Sklencar and Bob Yadon. two of the lead- 
ers of the protest, left last summer. 
Sklencar transferred to another college. 
Yadon works for a newspaper in Okla- 
homa 


But James Harvey, vice president for 


student affairs, who debated with the stu- 
dents around the flagpole, is still at Har- 
per He says the incident produced some 
positive results 


"IT RENEWED interest among stu- 


dents in using established channels for 
presenting their ideas and grievances, if 
they have such " 


Harvey declares that "students began 


to perceive that the machinery would re- 
spond if they used it " He stresses, "Stu- 
dents have made real, honest attempts to 
work through proper channels." 


Most students are in the middle, Har- 


vey declares, and adds that apathy can 
be a greater problem at a community 
college such as Harper. 


"As a result of last spring, (the more 


active) students have sensed the power 
and authority in the Student Senate" 
He's pleased that students have seen the 
Senate as a source of change. 


To defuse potential unrest, the college 


has moved in several directions. Harvey 
says First a student provost, "to try and 
develop communications with the student 
body." has been named.

and Harvey have talked more with stu- 


ONE YEAR AGO, students such a< these were drawn to 
Harper College's one and only studant demonstration. 


Now, the mood at the Palatine community college 
seems to reflect little interest in such demonstrations. 


dents Lahti meets students in his office 
and in the cafeteria; Harvey conducts 
"rap sessions" with them. 


One year later, the average student 


doesn't seem too interested in state or 
national politics. It's "still a minority of 
students" that are active, Harvey says, 
but it has increased over five years ago. 


One of those "involved" students is 


Cary Annen, an Arlington Heights resi- 
dent who was recently elected Student 
Senate president in a bitter election cam- 
paign. 


Annen watched as a group of students, 


aided by support from the Harbinger, the 
college newspaper, challenged the effec- 
tiveness of the Student Senate this win- 
ter. "It made the Senate stand up and 
ask what it was doing wrong," Annen 
says 


HE BELIEVES THAT only a small 


core of students here are concerned on 
such issues. Most students work part- 
time and "simply don't have the time" 
to get involved. 


Some cause: do draw a few students, 


but only because they are "sensational." 
There aren't the students here to "drive 
and push issues," he says. 


Sensational causes? Annen cites an at- 


tempt by Vietnam veterans at Harper to 
circulate a petition supporting Lt Wil- 
liam Calley However, the effort 
col- 


lapsed because of lack of leadership, An- 
nen says. 


Annen agrees with Harvey that the col- 


lege is receptive to student opinion. Any 
student can talk to Lahti, confront the 
Student Senate or the trustees, he says. 
Referring to Bnan Boyle, a student who 
recently addressed 
the board, Annen 


says, "I'd like to see that happen at oth- 
er community colleges." 


There's no clash at Harper between 


older and younger students, he says, but 
he is concerned about the community's 
relationship with the college.

the American flag were lowered again? 
"People don't react until they see prop- 
erty destruction," Annen says. Besides, 
he feels the administration is "too re- 
sponsive" to let the matter get out of 
hand. 


Boyle, the student who addressed the 


board, wasn't here last May. He sees 
some interest in Kent State this year on 
campus: 


"The only conversation about Kent 


State this year is due to the lack of any- 
thing better to talk about. It comes up 
like it does at bridge clubs." 


Boyle, who helped organize a poorly- 


attended ecology rally last fall, says that 
area-wide demonstrations this month 
won't focus on Harper as he had hoped. 


A responsive Student Senate? "It's a 


clique operation," he says, and if it con- 
tinues to remain "unresponsive," the 
"apathetic people will have a rude awak- 
ening that they aren't being represent- 
ed." 


BOYLE IS AN intensely angry, very 


political person. Most other students, 
however, do not seem to share his politi- 
cal beliefs or his anger. 


At Harvey's rap session last week, ten 


students sat down to air their gripes and 
questions. When asked about political 
protest, several said protest is "more fun 
and games than anything else." 


Ron Jansen of Fox River Grove ob- 


served, "I don't see where you can get 
enough enthusiasm here for a demon- 
stration .. You can't get them to vote " 


Dan Grzesik of Elk Grove Village was 


involved in the flag incident this year, 
He took advantage of "channels" and is 
now a member of the Student Senate 


THE ADMINISTRATION is willing to 


listen, he says. Possible violent dissent? 
"This is the Northwest suburbs . . . most 
kids live at home and they are respon- 
sible to their parents." 


"The closest thing to rock throwing is 


a softball through a window," he says. 


Outside, some of the same students 


that were here last May are tossing that 
softball around. And the flag, as it did 
most of the troubled month of May, 1970, 
's flapping at full-staff in the breeze.

Ruling On 
Evidence 
Due Soon

The trial over the validity of Howie-in- 


the Hills Special Assessments 4, 5 and 7 
bond' issued by Hoffman Estates ad- 
journed yesterday with Circuit Court 
Judge Helen McGillicuddy undecided on 
Hie acceptability of evidence offered by 
Teamsters Pension Fund attorneys. 


The trial, which started Monday, is to 


determine if there were any impro- 
prieties on the part of Hoffman Estates 
officials setting $1 million special assess 
ment late in 1966 for water and sewer 
improvements in the subdivision 


Teamsters Pension Fund Attys Ronald 


Guild and Harvey Silets told the court 
they 11 attempt to show how $1 million in 
special assessment work was fraudulent 
ly set for the Hoffman Estates subdivi- 
sion and that only $200,000 work of work 
was accomplished 


They also told of aims to establish the 


Teamsters Pension Fund as an interest 
to the special assessment because it fi 
nanced Suburban Life Builders and 
Washington Capitol Construction, two 
firms which did partial construction of 
models at the defunct subdivision located 
in northern Hoffman Estates 


CHFCKS AND records were presented 


to the court to show that a total of nearly 
S2 million pension fund officials claim, 
was loaned for Howie-m-the-Hills Pen- 
sion fund officials are attempting to 
maintain first rights to money reclaimed 
from the subdivision above bankholders 
to the special assessment 


The pension fund attorneys have said 


that only $130,000 of the nearly $2 million 
has been repaid 


To establish the validity of the evi- 


dence, Mrs Margaret Slahor of the 
A m e r i c a n National Bank, Chicago, 
brought records to court to pension fund 
activity concerning the subdivision Ex- 
cept for an $800 000 check issued through 
the bank, none of the remaining $11 mil- 
lion was immediately confirmed as being 
dished out for Howie-m-the-HilI» devel- 
opment 


The drawback came when Hoffman 


Estates Village Atty Edward Hofert said 
her testimony was hearsay because en- 
tries made on the bank's ledger came 
via telephone instructions from pension 
fund officials 


Hofert's action was not a surprise 


When attorneys from all -ides of the 
case including the village, the pension 
fund and bondholders, met in a pretnal 
morning conference, Silets asked Hofert 
if the payouts would be challenged 


"THE QUESTION is what were the 


payouts for9" Hofert replied, leaving 
room for speculation that certain pension 
fund money, earmarked for Howie-m-the- 
Hills never reached its destination 


Pension Fund attorneys will have to 


wait until court reconvenes today before 
knowing if Hofert's objections will be 
sustained or overruled The pension fund

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Legislators Considering Land Donation Bill 


Springfield legislators now are consid- 


ering a bill legalizing required donations 
of land or equivalent cash to school dis- 
tricts, one which would "help" Schaum- 
burg Township Dist. 54 in builder nego- 
tiations. 


Dist. 54 has enjoyed a "unique" suc- 


cess in dealings with developers, in busi- 
ness manager Marvin Lapicola's words. 
As of Jan. 21. the district had received a 
total of nearly $3 million. It had com- 
mitments for donations of an additional 
1774.100. Few districts have received so 
much, and in this sense, Lapicola said, 
Dist. 54 is "unique in this area of the 
state." 


Some of the donations have come eas- 


ily. Many have not. But Lapicola said 
every developer with a project within 
district boundaries has agreed to a dona- 
tion of some kind. Only in one case, that 
of 3-H Builders now appearing before the 
Hanover Park zoning board, has it ap- 
peared a developer would receive zoning 
without first agreeing to a school dona- 
tion. And there, 3-H claims all necessary 
donations for Its project already have 
been made. 


BUT THE DONATIONS have been re- 


quested and required from developers 
with no legal backing. The district has 
received cooperation from its villages, 


which have required donations 
for 


schools before granting zoning or approv- 
ing preannexation agreements. 


There has been no question that the 


zoning leverage would not stand up in 
court under present laws, even among 
school officials. They have stated there is 
no legal basis for their requirements, but 
cited their need. If the villages were to 
deny zoning only to win school donations, 
their court cases would not hold water. 


A state law similar to Senate Bill 658, 


which would legalize requiring donations, 
would give Dist. 54 the necessary foot- 
hold, said Lapicola. 


"It would be encouraging" in such

cases as the 3-H request in Hanover 
Park, said Lapicola. 3-H told the district 
it would be both illegal and immoral to 
require a donation now, he said, but 
state legislation would eliminate such ar- 
guments. 


AND IN RELATIONS with other devel- 


opers which have been more willing to 
make donations, said Lapicola, the pro- 
posed law would do no harm. He specifi- 
cally mentioned Hoffman-Rosner Corp. 
and Campanelli Brothers as developers 
that have been most cooperative with the 
district, adding there are others. 


The district only recently approved a 


set of guidelines for minimum donations, 
which it is asking villages to enforce. 


The guidelines request not only land, but 
also money. The state bill under study 
would not approve such standards, since 
it ask" developers only for land or cash, 
not both. 


But Lapicola does not feel this will hin- 


der Dist. 54 in obtaining both. The pro- 
posed bin would give the district legal 
strength, through the villages, to require 
donations. The bill would not limit the 
amount of the donations, he feels. During 
negotiations, "I don't feel the legislation 
would be even referred to," he said. 


If the district had had such a legal 


basis for its developer negotiations in the 
past, "I feel, under the different circum- 
stances, more than just sites would have 
been gotten," he said.

Advocates of low-income housing in the 


suburbs didn't get through to Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley yesterday to 
seek his help, but they left behind a 
request for him to travel to Arlington 
Meigts to express his views to village of- 
ficials. 


They also left with Daley's aides a 


request for a future meeting to discuss 
the relation of the controversial Chicago 
Housing Authority to the suburbs. 


Eight representatives of various organ- 


izations went to the mayor's office to 
urge him to take a "leadership" role 
in the development of low and modrate 
income housing throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan area. 


The group's representatives had sent a 


letter to Daley requesting an appoint- 
ment for yesterday morning. However, 
they were told the appointment had not 
been scheduled so they renewed their ap- 
peal for an appointment with the mayor. 


THE REPRESENTATIVES i n c l u d - 


ed Newman Cryer, a resident of Arling- 
ton Heights and a member of the Con- 
cerned 
Metropolitan 
Citizens Com- 


mittee (CMCC); John Swearengen Jr., 
president of the Chicago Postal Union 
and vice president of the Black Labor 
Leaders of Operation Breadbasket; and 
Robert Munoz of the Illinois Migrant 
Council. Others included representatives 
of the Church Federation of Greater Chi- 
cago and Seminarians Organized for Ra- 
cial Justice. 


Cryer, who acted as the group's 


spokesman, said the mayor's aides in- 
dicated an appointment would be set up 
in the future for the group to meet with 
Daley. 


In a prepared statement given to the 


aides for Daley, the mayor was asked to 
"testify in Arlington Heights in the im- 
mediate future, while that village is in 
the process of considering a policy pro- 
posal for low and moderate income hous- 
ing which CMCC has placed before the 
village trustees." 


CMCC representatives appeared before 


the Arlington Heights Village Board in 
February, requesting the village to adopt 
a policy establishing a new zoning classi- 
fication for multi-family developments 
including low and moderate income 
units. CMCC asked the village to select 
and zone a number of scattered sites to 
fall under the new zoning classification. 
The proposal was referred to a joint 
committee of members of the Village 
Board and Plan Commission for further 
study. 


CMCC IS THE GROUP which more 


than a year ago requested the Clerics of 
St. Viator to use a portion of their land 
for low and moderate income housing. 
The clerics own the property adjacent to 
St. Viator High School in Arlington 
Heights and later announced 15 acres 
would be used for a housing devel- 
opment.

Insures Against Immediate Closing 
Local United Fund Allocates $3,000 
For Torch Mental Health Clinic 


The Wheeling-Buffalo Grove United 


Fund has allocated $3.000 to the Torch 
Mental Health Clinic to keep the clinic 
open, clinic director Richard Wynn an- 
nounced. 


Wynn said the clinic received its first 


check of $750 on May 1 from the United 
Fund and will receive the rest of the 
funds throughout the fiscal year. 


The United Fund contribution guaran- 


teed the Torch clinic will not be forced to 
close before the Illinois Law Enforce- 
ment Commission rules on the appli- 
cation for funds from Torch and two oth- 
er local youth organizations. It had been 
feared that a shortage of funds would 
force the clinic to close at the end of last 
month. 


Wynn said that he had received en- 


couragement from an ILEC staff mem- 
ber that the commission would allocate 
federal funds ol $118,000 to the youth ser- 
vices program proposed by Torch, the 
Wheeling Youth Commission and Help. 
Inc 


THE COOK roi'XTY Commission on 


Criminal Justice ha* already recom- 
mrnded the proposed youth services pro- 
gram to the ILKC An ILEC ruling is 
expected next month. 


The proposed youth service program 


will deal with two kinds of youths: drug 
users and theme who are involved in oth- 
er types of delinquent behavior. 


Even if the three organizations are 


unable to get the.ie funds to finance the 
first year of the youth services program, 
Wynn Says Wheeling. Buffalo Grove and 
Prospect Heights "can't afford not to 
take the community action proposed." 


As evidence for that claim he points to 


the cost to the community at large for 
institutionalizing problem children and 
the cn<t in property stolen to support the 
•Inig habit.s of young users. 


He cited the example of a child who is 


arrested and sent through legal pro- 
cesses to be housed in a juvenile home. 


THE ACTfAI. COST of taking the 


child through court procedures is easily 
and once the child is placed in a home it 
costs the state of Illinois $10.000 a year to 
keep him there. Wynn said. 


Torch Clinic Aided By Funds 


The Torch Mental Health Clinic works. 


with approximately 100 Wheeling, Buf- 
falo Grove, and Prospect Heights resi- 
dents every week in its various pro- 
grams. 


The clinic, which is in Wheeling High 


School, is open Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday evenings. 


Designed to meet the mental health 


needs of the three communities, the clin- 
ic p r o v i d e s counseling and psy- 
chotherapy for children and adults, diag- 
nostic testing for school problems and 
personal evaluations, marital counseling, 
aid for school dropouts, family coun- 
seling, vocational testing and guidance 
and community mental health education. 


Local residents come to the clinic as 


referrals from schools, churches, other 
mental health agencies, and the police as 
well as on their own initiative. 


An appointment for the clinic services 


can be made by calling 537-8270. 


THE FUNDS appropriated recently by 


the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove United Fund 
will allow the clinic to continue its ser- 
vices pending a decision by the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission for a 
grant. 


The United Fund contribution to the 


clinic this year is approximately three 
'jmes that in past year. 


The grant being sought from the ILRC 


would help to fund the existing Torch 


"With those costs, if we have only 12 


children from Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and 
P r o s p e c t Heights who are 


delinquent, we have spent as much as 
the youth services program will cost to 
serve 
all the youths in the three 


communities," he said. 


As another example, Wynn pointed to 


the youth who is a fully habituated he- 
roin user. "For the user, that's $36,500 a 


program as well as initiate the youth 
services program proposed as a joint 
project by Torch, Help and the Wheeling 
You h Commission. 


The youth services program is a pro- 


posed rehabilitative program for young 
people 
involved 
in drug 
abuse or 


delinquent activities. Although the pro- 
gram calls for a "youth center," the cen- 
ter would be used for rehabilitating ac- 
tivities for young people with problems 
rather than as a general recreational 
center for all local teens. 


IN THE PROGRAM, the Wheeling 


Youth Commission would process refer- 
rals, Help, Inc., would work with educa- 
tion and individual drug abuse programs, 
and the Torch clinic would provide the 
therapeutic aspects of the program 


The groups are currently looking for 


three buildings such as storefronts or old 
houses which could be used as centers 
for the program. Each of the buildings 
would be in one of the three communities 
served by the program, Wheeling, Buf- 
falo Grove, and Prospect Heights. 


The groups sought an ILEC grant for 


the first year of operation of the pro- 
gram because the ILEC will fund pro- 
grams to prevent delinquency and drug 
abuse and to support programs which 
provide police with alternatives to prose- 
cuting juvenile offenders. 


year and in order to get that money, he 
would have to steal," Wynn said. 


Wynn says the users steal lawnmow- 


ers, cars, jewelry and other items from 
homes and stores. 


In addition to the financial consid- 


erations Wynn points to the magnifying 
effects a youth's delinquency has in the 
community itself. 


"THE CHILD INVOLVES his family, 


his school and the police and increases 
the level of useless activity in all three of 
those groups," Wynn says. 


He explaines the "useless activity" by 


pointing that police wiU have to locate 
evidence, counsel the child and perhaps 
take him through the legal processes. 
Teachers and school administrators are 
taken away from other children and 
from the school program as a whole. 


In the home, Wynn said there is the 


child's own useless delinquent behavior, 
the anguish of his parents, and the in- 
fluence his behavior has on his brothers 
and sisters. 


Moreover, neither 
the police, the 


school or the family have the real re- 
sources to deal with the problem, Wynn 
said. 


If the child is sent away from the com- 


munity and institutionalized, he is often 
exposed to brutality and learns from oth- 
er delinquents rather than the institution. 
"He conies back to the same community 
as a more skillful delinquent," Wynn 
notes. 


On the other hand, "If the community 


. can say we have the resources that can 
deal with this child t.o help him and his 
family and to change his behavior . . . 
then the child gets a different picture of 
his community," he says. He points to 
cooperation in youth work between men- 
tal health workers, police, churches 
schools and other community agencies. 


WYNN SAYS the community must let 


a child know it intends to control his 
delinquent behavior, but simultaneously 
it must be willing to help him control his 
delinquent behavior even if that behavior 
is simply a lack of ability to control him- 
self. 


People 
have been shown to have 


problems coping in an institutionalized 
atmosphere away from community sup- 
ports. 


Wynn says that to take an adolescent 


and put him in a cold institution lacking 
the positive supports of his community 
and home makes a child vulnerable to 
learning different life styles. 


In the cost to the child himself, to the 


school and the family and the community 
even in addition to the money, "we can't 
afford not to start a youth services pro- 
gram," Wynn says.

rate district 


"The people have to come to their own 


decision on this," added Teichert "A dis- 
trict is made up of people, not the 
trustees nor a fire department " 


Iskierski indicated 
that while the 


trustees do not plan to file an objection 
to the annexation at this time, they may 
at a later date, if an agreement cannot 
be reached with the village officials on 
the fate of the Forest River fire depart 
ment 


One problem the trustees must contend 


with is the fact that not all of the district 
is included in the annexation proposal 
Iskierski said approximately 140 homes 
along Mandel Lane and south of Foundry 
Road in the Forest River subdivision are 
excluded 


' I think it is unfnu that a little parcel 


of people (Forest River subdivision) who 
started the district almost 20 years ago 
are left out' 
said Rochester 
"Thev 


were paying taxes to the district when 
the new town area was still farm land A 
good number of the volunteer firemen 
live in that area 


Mane Cavlor one of the leaders of the 


group petitioning for annexation said 
"we approached the Forest River subdi 
vision several times but we got no re 
plies to our correspondence I was told 
bv Leonard Felke a resident of the sub- 
division and a trustee of the fire district, 
that I addressed the correspondence to 
the wrong people Later he told me 'we 
don t want to be included 


However Felke safd he did not tell the 


annexation group to exclude the Forest 
Rner subdivision from the petition "The 
subdivision is at a low as far as lead- 
ership us concerned There is no one to 
represent the entire area so the area 
has never been polled on the annexation 
proposal No one knows the feelings of 
the people on this 
said Felke 


Teichert termed the situation a "Tech- 


nical problem 
adding ' it is possible 


that the reminder of the fire district 
would be annexed to the village or that 
the area could contract with the village 
for service as a rural fire distnct " Cur- 
rently the village is contracting with two 
other rural districts 


Birds said, "The first two years we 


served I feel we assisted the village to

of the state division of hospital facilities, 
and cited "increasing talk among citi- 
zens and officials of Schaumburg regard-

The letter stressed, however, that as 


far as the involved administrators know 
official request for a hospital has not as 
yet been made 


"WE ARE CONCERNED neverthe- 


less, that in the present unsettled envi- 
ronment in which the various planning 
agencies are operating, that pressures 
may be brought to grant such a per- 
mit," the letter stated 


"We want you to be aware that we are 


opposed to the construction of a hospital 
in this location " it continued explaining 
that the four involved institutions "are 
geographically situated to provide hospi- 
tal care for people of the Schaumburg 
area without undue hardship " 


The administrators 
estimated 
com- 


bined capacity of their hospitals, in- 
cluding space now under construction, at 
1 500 beds and said combined growth of 
the institutions anticipates provision of 
adequate facilities to handle area needs 
at least until the end of the present dec- 
ade 


"We would be happy to share the spe 


cifics of our plans with you or any other 
interested agency if consideration is to 
be given to the future needs of this area, 
but .n the meantime we would hope that 
neither your office nor any of the plan 
ning agencies would give any encour- 
agement to the people of the Schaum 
burg area to plan for a hospital in their 
community ' the letter concluded

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Helton Murder Trial Is Continued 


The murder trial of Ronald A. Helton 


was continued again yesterday — this 
time until June 15. 


Helton, 18, of 419 S. Webster, Naper- 


ville, is charged with the murder of Fred 
Taillon, an Arlington Heights service sta- 
tion attendant, during an early morning 
robbery Nov. 11,1969. Helton has been in 
custody since late December 1969. 


The red-haired defendant did not ap- 


pear in court yesterday, as all the action 
in Room 700 of the Criminal Courts 
Building took place in Judge Daniel J. 
Ryan's chambers. 


The judge and attorneys for both sides 


in the case viewed video tape recordings 
of varying statements made by Helton 
regarding the murder. Helton's attorney, 
Melvin Kamm, filed a motion to suppress 


statements made by the youth, and the 
case was put over until June IS. 


Michael Bolan, assistant state's attor- 


ney in charge of the case, said the mo- 
tion will be argued that day, and if the 
motion is denied, the trial will probably 
begin. 


Bolan admitted that without the state- 


ments, the prosecution has little remain- 
ing evidence against Helton. 


Helton and three other men were 


charged with the murder Dec. 29,1969. A 
few days later another name was added 
to the list and one of the original four 
was said to be cleared. 


IN APRIL 1970 Helton 
reportedly 


changed his story and the state dropped 
charges against the other three, stating 
it did not have enough evidence to prose- 
cute them.

taken away from other children and 
from the school program as a whole 


In the home, Wynn said there is the 


child's own useless delinquent behavior, 
the anguish of his parents, and the in- 
fluence his behavior has on his brothers 
and sisters 


Moreover, 
neither the 
police, 
the 


school or the family have the real re- 
sources to deal with the problem, Wynn 
said 


If the child is sent away from the com- 


munity and institutionalized, he is often 
exposed to brutality and learns from oth- 
er delinquents rather than the institution 
"He comes back to the same community 
as a more skillful delinquent," Wynn 
notes 


On the other hand, "If the community 


can say we have the resources that can 
deal with this child to help him and his 
family and to change his behavior 
then the child gets a different picture of 
his community," he says He points to 
cooperation in youth work between men- 
tal health workers, police, churches 
schools and other community agencies

"Nothing came of the 
meeting," said Iskierski, "because our 
questions can't be answered until after 
the study is made." 


Iskierski termed the discussion at the 


meeting "general" adding that, "we 
want to know what vehicle will be used 
to integrate our district with the munici- 
pal department. 


"As far as I am concerned, annexation 


will require that the municipality absorb 
the fire district," said Teichert. "I am 
opposed to any annexation that will con- 
tinue a (fire) district in a municipality. 
It creates a situation where you might 
have a double tax. Our residents are tax- 
ed for fire protection in a general corpo- 
rate tax. We do not break this tax down 
and could not rebate residents already 
being taxed for fire protection by a sepa- 
rate district. 


"The people have to come to their own 


decision on this," add^d Teichert. "A dis- 
trict is made up of people, not the 
trustees nor a fire department." 


Iskierski indicated that 
while the 


trustees do not plan to file an objection 
to the annexation at this time, th;y may 
at a later date, if an agreement cannot 
be reached with the village officials on 
the fate of the Forest River fire depart- 
ment. 


One problem the trustees must contend 


with is the fact that not all of the district 
is included in the annexation proposal. 
Iskierski said approximately 140 homes 
along Mandel Lane and south of Foundry 
Road in the Forest River subdivision are 
excluded. 


"I think it is unfair that a little parcel 


of people (Forest River subdivision) who 
started the district almost 20 years ago 
are left out," said Rochester. "They 
were paying taxes to the district when 
the new town area was still farm land. A 
good number of the volunteer firemen 
live in that area." 


Marie Caylor, one of the leaders of the 


group petitioning for annexation, said, 
"we approached the Forest River subdi- 
vision several times, but we got no re- 
plies to our correspondence. I was told 
by Leonard Felke, a resident of the sub- 
division and a trustee of the fire district, 
that I addressed the correspondence to 
the wrong people. Later he told me 'we 
don't want to be included'." 


However. Felke said he did not tell the 


annexation group to exclude the Forest 
River subdivision from the petition. "The 
subdivision is at a low as far as lead- 
ership is concerned. There is no one to 
represent the entire area, so the area 
has never been polled on the annexation 
proposal. No one knows the feelings of 
the people on this." said Felke. 


Teichert termed the situation a "Tech- 


nical problem" adding, "it is possible 
that the remainder of the fire district 
would be annexed to the village or that 
the area could contract with the village 
for service as a rural fire district." Cur- 
rently the village is contracting with two 
other rural districts.

Advocates of low-income housing in the 


suburbs didn't get through to Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley yesterday to 
seek his help, but they left behind a 
request for him to travel to Arlington 
Heigts to express his views to village of- 
ficials. 


They also left with Daley's aides a 


request for a future meeting to discuss 
the relation of the controversial ChicafS 
Housing Authority to the suburbs. 


Eight representatives of various organ- 


izations went to the mayor's office to 
urge him to take a "leadership" role 
in the development of low and modrate 
income housing throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan area. 


The group's representatives had sent a 


letter to Daley requesting an appoint- 


ment for yesterday morning. However, 
they were told the appointment had not 
been scheduled so they renewed their ap- 
peal for an appointment with the mayor. 


THE REPRESENTATIVES i n c l u d - 


ed Newman Cryer. a resident of Arling- 
ton Heights and a member of the Con- 
cerned 
Metropolitan 
Citizens 
Com- 


mittee (CMCC); John Swearengen Jr., 
president of the Chicago Postal Union 
and vice president of the Black Labor 
Leaders of Operation Breadbasket; and 
Robert Munoz of the Illinois Migrant 
Council. Others included representatives 
of the Church Federation of Greater Chi- 
cago and Seminarians Organized for Ra- 
cial Justice.

CMCC asked the village to select 
and zone a number of scattered sites to 
fall under the new zoning classification. 


4 Hospitals Oppose Schaumburg Plan 


Opposition to proposed construction of 


a hospital in Schaumburg was recently 
expressed 
to the Illinois Division of 


Health Facilities in Springfield by top ad- 
ministrators of four established area hos- 
pitals. 


Richard Regan, chairman of Hoffman 


Estates plan commission and member of 
an ad hoc hospital planning committee 
operating in that village, produced a let- 
ter to this effect at Monday night's meet- 
ing of the board of trustees. 


Dated March 23, the letter was signed 


by Harold Salmon, of Sherman Hospital, 
Allen Dahl, of St. Joseph's Hospital (both 
of which are located in Elgin). Malcolm 
D. MacCoun, of Northwest Community 
Hospital, Arlington Heights, and Brother 
Ferdinand Leyva of St. Alexius Hospital, 
Elk Grove. 


It was directed to Paul Elbow, director 


of the state division of hospital facilities, 
and cited "increasing talk among citi- 
zens and officials of Schaumburg regard-

ing the construction of a hospital in that 
area." 


The letter stressed, however, that as 


far as the involved administrators know, 
official request for a hospital has not as 
yet been made. 


"WE ARE CONCERNED, neverthe- 


less, that in the present unsettled envi- 
ronment in which the various planning 
agencies are operating, that pressures 
may be brought to grant such a per- 
mit," the letter stated. 


"We want you to be aware that we are 


opposed to the construction of a hospital 
in this location," it continued explaining 
that the four involved institutions "are 
geographically situated to provide hospi- 
tal care for people of the Schaumburg 
area without undue hardship." 


The administrators 
estimated com- 


bined capacity of their hospitals, in- 
cluding space now under construction, at 
1,500 beds and said combined growth of 
the institutions anticipates provision of 
adequate facilities to handle area needs 
at least until the end of the present dec- 
ade. 


"We would be happy to share the spe- 


cifics of our plans with you or any other 
interested agency if consideration is to 
be given to the future needs of this area, 
but in the meantime we would hope that 
neither your office nor any of the plan- 
ning agencies would give any encour- 
agement to the people of the Schaum- 
burg area to plan for a hospital in their 
community," the letter concluded. 


Copies were forwarded to the Com- 


prehensive 
Health Planning Agency, 


Hospital Planning Council of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago and blind copies went to the 
Illinois Hospital Association and Chicago 
Hospital Council. 


Com Ed Satellite 
Plan OKd By Board

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Board Refuses 
To Meet With 
Police Organizers 


A request to reopen salary negotiations 


between the village and the Combined 
Counties Police Association (CCPA) was 
denied Monday night by the Palatine Vil- 
lage Board. 


Arthur Loevy, attorney for the CCPA, 


formerly called the Cook County Police 
Association, said the village had not bar- 
gained in good faith with CCPA repre- 
sentatives and asked that the talks be 
resumed. 


The dispute came to a head last Friday 


when a contract between the village and 
the CCPA to bargain expired, with the 
board budgeting a salary allotment any- 
way, without CCPA ratification. The al- 
lotment was also less than the CCPA had 
sought. 


The board agreed Monday night to pass 


a salary ordinance giving patronmen 
$12.600 top pay and a six and seven 
eights per cent increase for other steps. 
Currently, patronmen receive $11,700 top 
pay 


Lorvy. who represents all but a few of 


Palatine1* 25 patromen who voted to 
unionize last August, said he hoped talks 
could be resumed in an effort to secure a 
7.5 per cent across the board increase for 
all salary steps which, he said, the vil- 
lage offered him last March, but has 
since reneged. 


LOFVY TOLD the board. "We do not 


feel the village entered the negotiations 
in good faith if they can offer something 
lower than their own negotiating team of- 
fered a month and a half earlier, and 
something that was not even made at the 
bargaining table. 


"For this reason I request we reopen 


negotiation* — not just for the dollars 
involved, but on the principal of bargain- 
ing," he added. 


The discussion ended when Mayor 


John Moodie interjected. "I think we've 
had i good faith settlement. We looked 
hard at our capabilities and at pay for 
police in other areas. The result has been 
the highest top pay for patrolmen in the 
area " 


Tm.itee Clayton Brown said Loevy 


should be aware that the board had to 
rut corners in their 1971-72 budget to ar- 
rive at the pay scale the board has of- 
fered to police. 


Loevy answered. "I understand your 


position, but you are still missing the 
point. It is not so much the money as it 
is the fact that they 'police) want to en- 
gage in a bargaining process and this is 
what they have been denied." 


Loevy said the board voted to recog- 


nize the CCPA as sole bargaining agent 
for the patrolmen last August, but that 
vote was rendered meaningless by the 
board's recent independent action. "In 
view of this, what is the purpose of the 
CCPA?" he asked. 


I.OFVY EXPLAINED that there are 


no laws governing collective bargaining 
for public service employes in Illinois. 
"But if there were, the board's action 
would be in violation of the law," he 
said. 


Trustee John Hughes took strong oppo- 


sition to Loevy's statement. Hughes said, 
"I resent your use of the words 'good 
faith.' It implies that you were tricked by 
the board. Bert (Village Mgr. Berton G. 
Braun, one of the village's negotiators) 
was negotiating very much in good faith, 
but we went through a budget process 
and found we could not realistically meet 
with the proposed settlement." 


Mayor Moodie added, "I think it should 


be noted that we have indeed lowered the 
lower salary steps, but we have raised it 
for top pay." He also said the board nev- 
er made a binding offer to the CCPA, but 
only a proposal which could not be rea- 
listically met. 


Asked what the village will do now, 


Village Mgr. Braun said a salary ordi- 
nance along the lines of the board's fi- 
nal offer will probably be drafted and 
passed without CCPA ratification if nec- 
essary. 


Loevy said he hoped to meet with 


Braun to continue the discussion and that 
"The only thing the CCPA has decided is 
that the nature of the CCPA's activity 
now depends on some definitive action by 
the village, which we are awaiting." 


Despite the quarrel over salary, the ne- 


gotiators did tentatively settle upon 11 of 
the 14 Items which were up for negotia- 
tion. While the board flatly rejected a 
proposal for dues deduction for CCPA 
members and did not settle on a salary 
schedule with the CCPA, it negotiating 
team did agree to the following. 


A rate of pay at $7.50 per hour for off- 


duty detail, an additional paid holiday 
per year, a change in vacation periods, 
an increase in yearly uniform allow- 
ance, to provide time and one-half com- 
pensation for overtime, a definition of 
the work week, a flat rate payment of

Volunteer 
Service Unit 
A Success

When the Lois Moore branch of the 


Volunteer Service Bureau began in Pala- 
tine Township last October, its leaders 
didn't expect to become a moving force 
in the community for at least a year. 


Now, only seven months after its foun- 


dation, the branch has more than 40 vol- 
unteers working in 17 different schools 
and is flooded with requests for assis- 
tance from area groups and teachers. 


Co-directors of the branch, Mrs. Isobel 


Burg of Palatine and Mrs. Tammy 
Meade of Rolling Meadows both agree 
that the bureau has grown faster than 
they expected. 


"When we started to make placements 


in March, we expected few requests," 
Mrs. Meade said. "However, we got 
quite a few of them and we are expecting 
more requests in the fall." 


To date, the branch has. made 62 place- 


ments of teachers aides, clerical workers 
and lecturers locally. 


PLACEMENT WORK at the bureau 


has grown to such a degree, the co-direc- 
tors cannot handle everything that 
crosses their desk. Mrs. Marian Giiroutte 
recently began assisting them as a volun- 
teer secretary so they can concentrate on 
placement work. 


Mrs. Burg said that most of the bu- 


reau's volunteers are currently house- 
wives. 


"We are amazed at how talented local 


housewives are," she said. "We are us- 
ing them for everything from sewing in- 
structors to 'listeners.' " 


"Listeners," she said, are people who 


spend time with children or elderly 
people who are shut-ins and carry on 
conversations with them. 


Mrs. Burg added that most of the bu- 


reau's requests for placements have 
been at schools. However, any non-profit 
group in the township can apply for 
request privileges. 


EFFECTIVE THIS month, the Lois 


Moore branch will now be accepting 
requests for placements from the Clear- 
brook Center for the Retarded, the 
Countryside Center for the Handicapped, 
Little City, the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization and the 
Summer Migrant Program. Previously, 
these agencies made their requests with 
the bureau's central office in Arlington 
Heights. 


Not all the bureau's requests for place- 


ments have been fulfilled, the co-direc- 
tors said. 


Failures have come when people have 


requested lecturers with odd collections 
or hard to find knowledges. The branch 
is still looking for an American Indian to 
discuss life on a reservation at a local 
school. People with rock or insect collec- 
tions have also been elusive, they said. 


On June 1, the Lois Moore branch will 


close for the summer. However, it will 
reopen for another school year after La- 
bor Day. 


One local PTA has already contributed 


a small sum of money toward bureau op- 
eration for next year. The co-directors 
were ecstatic over this contribution stat- 
ing that this proves volunteerism in the 
township is the "up and coming thing."

Nature, Plastic 
Fun... And Rain

Sunday was a day when many hoped 


for rain — rain to wash out the chances 
of hundreds of young people gathering at 
Deer Grove Forest Preserve for the rock 
festival. 


The wishes of police, parents and oth- 


ers came true. Sunday was one of the 
coldest, foulest days in the last 30 years 
of May weather The fest was off, and 
only about ISO of the anticipated 2,000 
braved the cold and drizzle for a day at 
the Grove. 


To the young people, nature's unsea- 


sonal harshness was unfortunate. But 
even sadder, those who opposed the fest 
will probably tag the May Fest as a fu- 
tile attempt on a rainy day. 


That's too bad. because it only took a 


dismal failure such as Sunday's gather- 
ing to bring up some questions which 
need to be answered. 


Start with the idea of a large picnic, 


free of charge for all, with music from 
sunrise to darkness at a beautifully 
wooded area such as the Grove. 


As good as it sounds, it can't be done. 


Picnickers claim their privacy would be 
invaded, and county officials say ampli- 
fied music will violate the premise that 
the Grove is a naturalistic sanctuary for 
peace and quiet. 


In a Grove of hundreds of acres, it's 


rather sad that the space and time can- 
not be found for such a festival. As one 
of the fans put it. not only is there little 
to do in this area for the young, but there 
isn't even the area left to do it in. 


So the small band of hopefuls huddled 


in the picnic shelter where both fire 
places were blazing and they stood, 
talked and looked out to the acres of 
empty, used fields and woods. But sym- 
pathizing with their apparent innocence 
would be a mistake. 


The same crowd which spoke so highly 


of "returning to nature" and condemned 
so sharply their p l a s t i c suburbia 
roots somehow seemed terribly hypocri- 
tical by spiking their enjoyment with ev- 
ery artificial stimulant, depressant and 
hallucinogenic drugs available. 


Up on the hill, several hundred yards 


from the shelter, a Forest Ranger squad 
cruised back and forth in the parking lot. 
The rangers knew about the drugs being 
used, but as one of them put it: "If we 
take a step toward the shelter, the stuff 
and the kids take off into the woods." 


And even if the rangers happen to be 


in a position of making an arrest for nar- 
cotics or any other violation of the law, 
the Rangers have admitted to being 
leary of sending two or three Rangers 
into a crowd of 150 or more to make ar- 
rests. 


And not far away from .: all, a con- 


servative looking man who had brought 
his family out for a picnic sat mumbling 
about the lousy weather and "those 
creepy, degenerates who shouldn't even 
be allowed in the park. 


So what happened last Sunday? Noth- 


ing really. The May Fest failed. But look 
hard enough and realize that it did not 
have to succeed for the unsolved prob- 
lems and unanswered questions to be 
brought into the open. 


It was a day of a young man standing 


in the mud completely "stoned," of po- 
lice hesitant to make an arrest, of bigo- 
try on all sides and a turn of events 
which made the vast, rolling land in 
Deer Grove appear small, confined and 
off limits to hope. 


Sunday told the story of how this will 


not be washed away by hoping for rain, 
of how it will only be postponed and rise 
again with the next sun on a summer 
day, of how all concerned had better 
simply hope for answers and solutions 
and forget the rain.

Helton Murder Trial Is Continued 


The murder trial of Ronald A. Helton 


was continued again yesterday — this 
time until June 15 


Helton. IB. of 419 S Webster. Naper- 


ville. is chargrd with the murder of Fred 
Taillon, an Arlington Heights service sta- 
tion attendant, during an early morning 
robbery Nov 11, 1969. Helton has been In 
custody since tale December 1969. 


The red-haired defendant did not ap- 


pear in court yesterday, as all the action 
In Room Too of the Criminal Courts 
Building took place in Judge Daniel J. 
Ryan's chambers. 


The judge and attorneys for both sides 


In the case viewed video tape recordings 
of varying statements made by Helton 
regarding the murder. Helton's attorney, 
Melvm Kamm, filed a motion to suppress 
statements made by the youth, and the 
case was put over until June IS 


Michael Bolan. assistant state's attor- 


ney in charge of the case, said the mo- 
tion will be argued that day, and if the 
motion is denied, the trial will probably 
begin. 


Bolan admitted that without the state- 


ments, the prosecution has little remain- 
ing evidence against Helton. 


Helton and three other men were 


charged with the murder Dec. 29,1969. A 
few days later another name was added 
to the list and one of the original four 
wan said to be cleared. 


IN 
APRIL 1»70 Helton 
reportedly 


changed his story and the state dropped 
charges against the other three, stating 
it did not have enough evidence to prose- 
cute them. 


Taillon, who resided at 661 N. Wilke 


Rd., was murdered during a robbery at 
the Arlington Park Shell service station, 
at Wllke Road and Euclid Street, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Police said Taillon, 60, apparently fled 


through a plate glass window in an at- 
tempt to escape the attack, which oc- 
curred about 3:15 a.m. 


Police believe Taillon was stabbed 


repeatedly as he ran across the street to 
a home at 621 N. Wilke Rd., to try to get 
help. He was found dead on the porch of 
the home with 13 stab wounds in his back 
and neck. The crime netted the murderer 
about $87, according to police. 


District Eyes New Teaching Method

Machines might soon be changing the 


traditional role of the teacher in the ele- 
mentary school classroom, but in a 
humanized way. 


Performance contracting, a new and, 


for the most part, exploratory method 
of instruction, is being studied by offi- 
cials of Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 
15 as a possible way in which the dis- 
trict can more precisely meet the needs 
of individual students and be account- 
able to them and their parents. 


Basically, performance contracting is 


a legal agreement between a board of 
education and a business firm with ex- 
pertise in instruction which stipulates 
payment of given amounts of money for 
a specified level of academic achieve- 
ment of pupils included in the agree- 
ment. 


THE CONTRACT is made after aca- 


demic problems are determined, a solu- 
tion is devised, materials are supplied 
and a price is set. 


A total package is offered to a school 


district involved in a contract, providing 
it with a wide assortment of instructional 
hardware, such as teaching machines 
and audio-visual material, 
in-service 


training to teachers so that they will be 
able to carry out the program initiated 
by the business firm, and a guarantee 
that the students will reach a certain lev- 
el of performance by the time the firm is 
done with them. 


"The key element to any performance 


contracting plan is differentiated staff- 
ing," according to Marion Omiatek, Dist. 
15 director of curriculum who has been 
conducting most of the districts' in- 
vestigation of the new educational meth- 
od. 


WHILE MACHINES and various hard- 


ware aides are being used to teach stu- 
dents basics in reading and mathemat- 
ics, classroom teachers can be used to 
provide them' with the humanized in- 
struction necessary to give students a to- 
tal educational experience. 


Improvement of what educators call a 


child's "effective domain" is also in- 
strumental to the success of a con- 
tracting plan, Omiatek said. Attention 
must be given to a student's individual 
feelings, values, goals and image. 


"Once these are developed, a desire 


for reading and math learning will fol- 
low," he said. "If a child feels confident 
in himself, he will perfrom proportion- 
ately well." 


One contracting plan being strongly 


studied by Dist. 15 is a combined read- 
ing, mathematics and achievement moti- 
vation program offered by Combined Mo- 
tivation Education Systems, a perform- 
ance contracting firm in Rosemont. 


ACTUAL STUDENT instruction pro- 


vided by the firm involves two hours of 
the student's time a day, one hour in 
reading and another in math. Only basic 
skills are promoted. The firm doesn't 
touch instruction in any of the social sci- 
ence areas. 


According to David Andrews of Com- 


bined Motivation Education Systems, his 
firm uses a "capital intensive program," 
in which hardware teaching tools are 
purchased by a school district to imple- 
ment the contract. Purchase of these 
tools is comparable to making car pay- 
ments — once the bills are paid over 
time, the equipment is yours, he said. 


School districts currently operate un- 


der what he called a "labor intensive 
program," in which teacher salaries 
have to paid each year in order for the 


district to function. 
contracting arrangement could conceiv- 
ably work out cheaper for the school dis- 
trict, with the district-owned machines 
taking some of the place of the teachers 
and decreasing the number of salaries 
that need to be paid. 


Cost of any performance contract 


made depends upon a large number of 
variables, Andrews said, but he esti- 
mated that most would fall within a 
range of $50,000 to $75,000 for a one-year 
agreement. 


"Price depends on how strong a guar- 


antee is given to the school district, how 
much direct management is needed by 
our firm to implement the program and 
how much hardware is needed," An- 
drews said. "In Palatine, though, the 
price could be something entirely differ- 
ent, depending upon what the actual stu- 
dent need is." 


Performance contracts work best for 


students on educational extremes, and 
most often with those that are two grade 
levels below the average in ability. 


"STUDENTS IN PALATINE are not 


as far down the ladder as inner-city stu- 
dents might be," Andrews said. Where 
his firm might guarantee an improve- 
ment of two grade levels in reading and 
math for inner-city students, they would 
probably guarantee a Ite-year improve- 
ment for local students, he said. 


One of the main advantages of the 


Combined Motivation Education Systems 
program which provides effective in- 
struction is that "individual pacing is 
achieved while the students are still 
within a heterogeneous grouping," An- 
drews said. Students are not isolated ac- 
cording to abilities. Instruction is geared 
to their own needs while they remain a 
part of a diverse group. 


Teachers, understandably, generally 


don't care for the idea of performance 
contracting. It might threaten to take 
away a few of their jobs and they dis- 
agree with the premise that a machine 
can adequately educate a child. 


DIST. 15's position Is one of explor- 


ation. "Right now, we're finding out 
what a performance contracting firm 
can do and whether it's better than what 
we already offer," Omiatek said. 


"It sounds like it has good promise." 


he said, but misuse of its ideas may 
cause problems. Like any other business, 
the necessity to make money is there 
and might have some sort of adverse ef- 
fect on the educational process. 


In the past, educators have been more 


concerned with method of instruction 
rather than result. Now, with more em- 
phasis on accountability, the reverse is 
taking over. 


"I'm 
sure performance 
contracting 


will have implications for us," Omiatek 
said. "If they are successful with con- 
tract programs, we think we can do it 
too." 


Only less than two years old, the per- 


formance contract method of instruction 
is still much in the experimental stages. 
However, Omiatek said, like any other 
new educational technique, "we have an 
obligation to explore it." 


Rulin On Evidence Due Soon

The trial over the validity of Howie-in- 


the-Hills Special Assessments 4, 5 and 7 
bonds issued by Hoffman Estates ad- 
journed yesterday with Circuit Court 
Judge Helen McGillicuddy undecided on 
the acceptability of evidence offered by 
Teamsters Pension Fund attorneys. 


The trial, which started Monday, is to 


determine if there were any impro- 
prieties on the part of Hoffman Estates 
officials setting $1 million special assess- 
ment late in 1966 for water and sower 
improvements in the subdivision. 


Teamsters Pension Fund Attys. Ronald 


Guild and Harvey Silets told the court 
they'll attempt to show how $1 million in 
special assessment work was fraudulent- 
ly set for the Hoffman Estates subdivi- 
sion and that only $200,000 work of work 
was accomplished. 


They also told of aims to establish the 


Teamsters Pension Fund as an interest 
to the special assessment because it fi- 
nanced Suburban Life Builders and 


Washington Capitol Construction, two 
firms which did partial construction of 
models at the defunct subdivision located 
in northern Hoffman Estates. 


CHECKS AND records were presented 


to the court to show that a total of nearly 
$2 million, pension fund officials claim, 
was loaned for Howie-in-the-Hills. Pen- 
sion fund officials are attempting to 
maintain first rights to money reclaimed 
from the subdivision above bankholders 
to the special assessment.

Daley Shuns Housing Session

Advocates of low-income housing in the 


suburbs didn't get through to Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley yesterday to 
seek his help, but they left behind a 
request for him to travel to Arlington 
Heigts to express his views to village of- 
ficials. 


They also left with Daley's aides a 


request for a future meeting to discuss 
the relation of the controversial Chicago 
Housing Authority to the suburbs. 


Eight representatives of various organ- 


izations went to the mayor's office to 
urge him to take a "leadership" role 
in the development of low and modrate 
income housing throughout the Chicago 
metropolitan area. 


The group's representatives had sent a 


letter to Daley requesting an appoint- 
ment for yesterday morning. However, 
they were told the appointment had not 
been scheduled so they renewed their ap- 
peal for an appointment with the mayor. 


THE REPRESENTATIVES i n c 1 u ti- 


ed Newman Cryer, a resident of Arling- 
ton Heights and a member of the Con- 
cerned 
Metropolitan Citizens Com- 


mittee (CMCC); John Swearengen Jr., 
president of the Chicago Postal Union 
and vice president of the Black Labor 
Leaders of Operation Breadbasket; and 
Robert Munoz of the Illinois Migrant 
Council. Others included representatives 
of the Church Federation of Greater Chi- 
cago and Seminarians Organized for Ra- 
cial Justice. 


Cryer, who acted as the group's 


spokesman, said the mayor's aides in- 
dicated an appointment would be set up 
in the future for the group to meet with 
Daley. 


In a prepared statement given to the 


aides for Daley, the mayor was asked to 
"testify in Arlington Heights in the im- 
mediate future, while that village is in 
the process of considering a policy pro- 
posal for low and moderate income hous- 
ing which CMCC has placed before the 
village trustees." 


CMCC representatives appeared before 


the Arlington Heights Village Board in 
February, requesting the village to adopt 
a policy establishing a new zoning classi- 
fication for multi-family developments 
including low and moderate income 
units. CMCC asked the village to s»lect 
and zone a number of scattered sites to 
fall under the new zoning classification. 
The proposal was referred to a joint 
committee of members of the Village 
Board and Plan Commission for further 
study. 


CMCC IS THE GROUP which more 


than a year ago requested the Clerics of 
St. Viator to use a portion of their land 
for low and moderate income housing. 
The clerics own the property adjacent to 
St 
Viator High School in Arlington 


Heights and later announced 15 acres 
would be used for a housing devel- 
opment. 


A proposal for the development of 190- 


unit apartment complex on the Viatorian 
l a n d is pending before the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission. 


The group's statement yesterday also 


asked Daley to support "in every pos- 
sible way" a statewide zoning law which 
would attract the problem of "in- 
adequate low and moderate income hous- 
ing on a statewide basis or regional 
basis." 


The group's actions were prompted by 


Daley's campaign comments about put- 
ting CHA housing in the suburbs. 


Swearengen of the Black Labor Lead- 


ers said the group wanted Daley's coop- 
eration on the housing problems because 
"he has the control to find a mutual 
meeting ground." Swearengen said the 
issue of low and moderate income hous- 
ing must be considered in terms of the 
entire metropolitan area, not just within 
the city's boundaries, because of the ex- 
odus of industry from the city to the sub- 
urbs.

Leaders of the Countryside YMCA 


building fund drive remain optimistic 
that their $1.7 million goal will be 
reached by May 21, despite low initial 
contributions. 


Only $211,000 has been pledged toward 


the drive to construct a building facility 
north of Palatine to date. However, lead- 
ers expect the volume of donations to in- 
crease over the next three weeks. 


YMCA director Herman Hertog said 


that while it appears the drive is no- 
where near its goal, it is moving along 
smoothly. He referred to a number of 
verbal reports of contributions that have 
not been finalized yet. He also pointed 
out that a number of the drive's leaders 
are just beginning to approach important 
contributors. 


It was also noted that in the past four 


weeks, the amount collected has in- 


creased each week from $10,000 the first 
week to $45,000 this week. 


PRESENTLY, THE drive is in its sec- 


ond phase in which people who are not 
YMCA members are being approached 
for donations. There have been reports of 
non-members contributing up to $1,000 
toward the Y's building project. 


During the first phase, which ended 


April 23, members of Countryside YMCA 
were approached for contributions. 


Since December, the YMCA has been 


organizing to collect the funds needed to 
begin the first stage of construction on a 
building facility near the Baldwin and 
Colfax roads intersections. The active 
part of the drive, however, got under 
way April 2. 


In the first construction stage, the 


main part of the Y facility will be built, 
along with nine recreational priorities. 


These priorities include two swimming 
pools, crafts rooms, game rooms, a 
snack area and a teen center. 


IF THE $1.7 MILLION goal is reached 


by May 21, construction on the facility 
will begin by September. It is hoped that 
the YMCA can open the doors of its facil- 
ity by November of 1972. 


Although the active part of the drive 


will end on May 21, contributions of mon- 
ey will continue to be accepted, Hertog 
said. He said that once the projected fa- 
cility is completed, financial aid will be 
needed to expand the YMCA's facilities. 


Eventually, Countryside hopes to add 


many other recreational areas to its fa- 
cility in future stages of building, which 
will include a football field and a bowling 
alley. More donations will be needed in 
the future to construct these areas, he 
said.

District Eyes New Teaching Method 


by MARGE FERROLI 


Machines might soon be changing the 


traditional role of the teacher in the ele- 
mentary school classroom, but in a 
humanized way. 


Performance contracting, a new and, 


for the most part, exploratory method 
of instruction, is being studied by offi- 
cials of Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 
15 as a possible way in which the dis- 
trict can more precisely meet the needs 
of individual students and be account- 
able to them and their parents. 


Basically, performance contracting is 


a legal agreement between a board of 
education and a business firm with ex- 
pertise in instruction which stipulates 
payment of given amounts of money for 
a specified level of academic achieve- 
ment of pupils included in the agree- 
ment. 


THE CONTRACT is made after aca- 


demic problems are determined, a solu- 
tion is devised, materials are supplied 
and a price is set. 


A total package is offered to a school 


district involved in a contract, providing 
it with a wide assortment of instructional 
hardware, such as teaching machines 
and 
audio-visual material, 
in-service 


training to teachers so that they will be 
able to carry out the program initiated 
by the business firm, and a guarantee 
that the students will reach a certain lev- 
el of performance by the time the firm is 
done with them. 


"The key element to any performance 


contracting plan is differentiated staff- 
ing," according to Marion Omiatek, Dist. 
15 director of curriculum who has been 
conducting most of the districts' in- 
vestigation of the new educational meth- 
od

WHILE MACHINES and various hard- 


ware aides are being used to teach stu- 
dents basics in reading and mathemat- 
ics, classroom teachers can be used to 
provide them with the humanized in- 
struction necessary to give students a to- 
tal educational experience. 


Improvement of what educators call a 


child's "effective domain" is also in- 
strumental to the success of a con- 
tracting plan, Omiatek said. Attention 
must be given to a student's individual 
feelings, values, goals and image. 


"Once these are developed, a desire 


for reading and math learning will fol- 
low," he said. "If a child feels confident 
in himself, he will perfrom proportion- 
ately well" 


One contracting plan being strongly 


studied by Dist. 15 is a combined read- 
ing, mathematics and achievement moti- 
vation program offered by Combined Mo- 
tivation Education Systems, a perform- 
ance contracting firm in Rosemont. 


ACTUAL STUDENT instruction pro- 


vided by the firm involves two hours of 
the student's time a day, one hour in 
reading and another in math. Only basic 
skills are promoted. The firm doesn't 
touch instruction m any of the social sci- 
ence areas. 


According to David Andrews of Com- 


bined Motivation Education Systems, his 
firm uses a "capital intensive program," 
in which hardware teaching tools are 
purchased by a school district to imple- 
ment the contract. Purchase of these 
tools is comparable to making car pay- 
ments — once the bills are paid over 
time, the equipment is yours, he said. 


School districts currently operate un- 


der what he called a "labor intensive 
program," in which teacher salaries 
have to paid each year in order for the 


district to function. 
contracting arrangement could conceiv- 
ably work out cheaper for the school dis- 
trict, with the district-owned machines 
taking some of the place of the teachers 
and decreasing the number of salaries 
that need to be paid. 


Cost of any performance 
contract 


made depends upon a large number of 
variables, Andrews said, but b, esti- 
mated that most would fall within a 
range of $50,000 to $75,000 for a one-year 
agreement. 


"Price depends on how strong a guar- 


antee is given to the school district, how 
much direct management is needed by 
our firm to implement the program and 
how much hardware is needed," An- 
drews said. "In Palatine, though, the 
price could be something entirely differ- 
ent, depending upon what the actual stu- 
dent need is." 


Performance contracts work best for 


students on educational extremes, and 
most often with those that are two grade 
levels below the average in ability. 


"STUDENTS IN PALATINE are not 


as far down the ladder as inner-city stu- 
dents might be," Andrews said. Where 
his firm might guarantee an improve- 
ment of two grade levels in reading and 
math for inner-city students, they would 
probably guarantee a IVi-year improve- 
ment for local students, he said. 


One of the main advantages of the 


Combined Motivation Education Systems 
program which provides effective in- 
struction is that "individual pacing is 
achieved while the students are still 
within a heterogeneous grouping," An- 
drews said. Students are not isolated ac- 
cording to abilities. Instruction is geared 
to their own needs while they remain a 
part of a diverse group. 


Teachers, understandably, 
generally 


don't care for the idea of performance 
contracting. It might threaten to take 
away a few of their jobs and they dis- 
agree with the premise that a machine 
can adequately educate a child. 


DIST. I5*s position is one of explor- 


ation 
"Right now, we're finding out 


what a performance contracting firm 
can do and whether it's better than what 
we already offer,'' Omiatek said 


"It sounds like it has good promise." 


he said, but misuse of its ideas may- 
cause problems. Like any other business, 
the necessity to make money is there 
and might have some sort of adverse ef- 
fect on the educational process 


In the past, educators have been more 


concerned with method of instruction 
rather than result. Now, with more em- 
phasis on accountability, the reverse is 
taking over 


"I'm 
sure performance contracting 


will have implications for us." Omiatek 
said "If they are successful with con- 
tract programs, we think we can do it 
too " 


Only less than two years old the per- 


formance contract method of instruction 
is still much in the experimental stages 
However, Omiatek said, like any other 
new educational technique, "we have an 
obligation to explore it."

Teamsters Pension Fund as an interest 
to the special assessment because it fi-

Washington Capitol Construction,

firms which did partial construction of 
models at the defunct subdivision located 
in northern Hoffman Estates. 


CHECKS AND records were presented 


to the court to show that a total of nearly 
$2 million, pension fund officials claim, 
was loaned for Howie-m-the-Hills. Pen- 
sion fund officials are attempting to 
maintain first rights to money reclaimed 
from the subdivision above bankholders 
to the special assessment. 


The pension fund attorneys have said 


that only $130,000 of the nearly $2 million 
has been repaid

In a prepared statement given to the 


aides for Daley, the mayor was asked to

mediate future, while that village is in 
the process of considering a policy pro- 
posal for low and moderate income hous- 
ing which CMCC has placed before the 
village trustees " 


CMCC representatives appeared before 


the Arlington Heights Village Board in 
February, requesting the village to adopt 
a policy establishing a new zoning classi- 
fication for multi-family 
developments 


including low and moderate income 
units. CMCC asked the village to select 
and zone a number of scattered sites to 
fall under the new zoning classification. 
The proposal was referred to a joint 
committee of members of the Village 
Board and Plan Commission for further 
study. 


CMCC IS THE GROUP which more 


than a year ago requested the Clerics of 
St Viator to use a portion of their land 
for low and moderate income housing. 
The clerics own the property adjacent to 
St 
Viator High School in Arlington 


Heights and later announced 15 acres 
would be used for a housing devel- 
opment. 


A proposal for the development of 190- 


unit apartment complex on the Viatonan 
l a n d is pending before the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission 


The group's statement yesterday also 


asked Daley to support "in every pos- 
sible way" a statewide zoning law which 
would attract the problem 
of "in- 


adequate low and moderate income hous- 
ing on a statewide basis or regional 
basis " 


The group's actions were prompted by 


Daley's campaign comments about put- 
ting CHA housing in the suburbs 


Swearengen of the Black Labor Lead- 


ers said the group wanted Daley's coop- 
eration on the housing problems because 
"he has the control to find a mutual 
meeting ground." Swearengen said the 
issue of low and moderate income hous- 
ing must be considered in terms of the 
entire metropolitan area, not just within 
the city's boundaries, because of the ex- 
odus of industry from the city to the sub- 
urbs. 


The drawback came when Hoffman 


Estates Village Atty Edward Hofert said 
her testimony was hearsay because en- 
tries made on the bank's ledger came 
via telephone instructions from pension 
fund officials.

The groups are currently looking for 


three buildings such as storefronts or old 
houses which could be used as centers 
for the program Each of the buildings 
would be m one of the three communities 
served by the program, Wheeling, Buf- 
falo Grove and Prospect Heights 


The groups sought an ILEC grant for 


the first year of operation of the pro- 
gram because the ILEC will fund pro- 
grams to prevent delinquency and drug 
abuse and to support programs which 
provide police with alternatives to prose 
cuting juvenile offendei s 


As another example, Wynn pointed to 


the youth who is a fully habituated he- 
roin user "For the user that's $36,500 a 
year and in order to get that money, he 
would have to steal," Wynn said 


Wynn says the users steal lawnmow- 


ers, cus, jewelry and other items from 
homes and stores 


In addition to the financial consid- 


erations Wynn points to the magnifying 
effects a youth's delinquency has in the 
community itself 


"THE CHILD INVOLVES his family, 


his school and the police and increases 
the level of useless activity in all three of 
those groups ' Wynn says 


He explames the "useless activity" by 


pointing that police will have to locate 
evidence, counsel the child and perhaps 
take him through the legal processes 
Teachers and school administrators are 
taken away from other children and 
from the school program as a whole 


In the home, Wynn said there is the 


child s own useless delinquent behavior, 
the anguish of his parents, and the in- 
fluence his behavior has on his brothers 
and sisters 


Moreover 
neither 
the 
police, 
the 


school or the family have the real re- 
sources to deal with the problem, Wynn 
said 


If the child is sent away from the com- 


munity and institutionalized, he is often 
exposed to brutality and learns from oth- 
er delinquents rather than the institution 
"He comes back to the same community 
as a more skillful delinquent," Wynn 
notes 


On the other hand, "If the community 


can say we have the resources that can 
deal with this child to help him and his 
family and to change his behavior 
then the child gets a different picture of 
his community " he says He points to 
cooperation in youth work between men- 
tal health 
workers, 
police, churches 


schools and other community agencies 


WYNN SAYS the community must let 


a child know it intends to control his 
delinquent behavior, but simultaneously 
it must be willing to help him control his 
delinquent behavior even if that behavior 
is simply a lack of ability to control him- 
self 


People have been shown to have 


problems coping in an institutionalized 
atmosphere away from community sup- 
ports

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Group Opposes Proposed Schaumburg Hospital 


Opposition to proposed construction of 


a hospital m Schaumburg wa.s recently 
expressed to the Illinois Division of 
Health Facilities in Springfield by top ad- 
ministrators of four established area hos- 
pitals 


Richard Regan, chairman of Hoffman 


Estate^ plan commission and member of 
an ad hoc hospital planning committee 
operating in th.it village produced a let- 
ter to this effect at Monday night's meet- 
ing of the board of trustees. 


Dated March 23, the letter was signed 


by Harold Salmon, of Sherman Hospital, 
Allen Dahi, of St. Joseph's Hospital (both 
of which are located in Elgin), Malcolm 
D. MacCoun, of Northwest Community 
Hospital. Arlington Heights, and Brother 
Ferdinand Leyva of St Alexius Hospital, 
Elk Grove. 


It was directed to Paul Elbow, director 


of the state division of hospital facilities, 
and cited "increasing talk among citi- 
zens and officials of Schaumburg regard- 


ing the construction of a hospital in that 
area." 


The letter stressed, however, that as 


far as the involved administrators know, 
official request for a hospital has not as 
yet been made. 


"WE ARE CONCERNED, neverthe- 


less, that in the present unsettled envi- 
ronment in which the various planning 
agencies are operating, that pressures 
may be brought to grant such a per-

mit," the letter stated. 


"We want you to be aware that we are 


opposed to the construction of a hospital 
in this location," it continued explaining 
that the four involved institutions "are 
geographically situated to provide hospi- 
tal care for people of the Schaumburg 
area without undue hardship." 


The administrators estimated com- 


bined capacity of their hospitals, in- 
cluding space now under construction, at 
1,500 beds and said combined growth of 
the institutions anticipates provision of 
adequate facilities to handle area needs 
at least until the end of the present dec- 
ade. 


"We would be happy to share the spe- 


cifics of our plans with you or any other 
interested agency if consideration is to 
be given to the future needs of this area, 
but in the meantime we would hope that 
neither your office nor any of the plan- 
ning agencies would give any encour- 
agement to the people of the Schaum- 
burg area to plan for a hospital in their 
community," the letter concluded. 


Copies were forwarded to the Com- 


prehensive Health Planning 
Agency, 


Hospital Planning Council of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago and blind copies went to the 
Illinois Hospital Association and Chicago 
Hospital Council.

CMCC IS THE GROUP which more 


than a year ago requested the Clerics of 
St Viator to use a portion of their land 
for low and moderate income housing 
The clerics own the property adjacent to 
St Viator High School in Arlington 
Heights and later announced 15 acres 


would be used for a housing devel- 
opment. 


A proposal for the development of 190- 


unit apartment complex on the Viatorian 
l a n d is pending before the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission. 


The group's statement yesterday also 


asked Daley to support "in every pos- 
sible way" a statewide zoning law which 
would attract the problem of "in- 
adequate tow and moderate income hous- 
ing on a statewide basis or regional 
basis." 


The group's actions were prompted by 


Daley's campaign comments about put- 
ting CHA housing in the suburbs. 


Swearengen of the Black Labor Lead- 


ers said the group wanted Daley's coop- 
eration on the housing problems because 
"he has the control to find a mutual 
meeting ground." Swearengen said the 
issue of low and moderate income hous- 
ing must be considered In terms of the 
entire metropolitan area, not just within 
the city's boundaries, because of the ex- 
odus of industry from the city to the sub- 
urbs.

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School District Schedules 
Referendum For June 12 


Residents of Klk Grove Township Ele- 


mentary School Dist. 39 will be asked to 
approve a 27-cent tax hike in a referen- 
dum June 12. 


The 20-school district includes portions 


of Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect, 
Des Plaines. Klk Grove Village, and 
Rolling Meadows. 


In unanimous vote Monday night, 


school board members elected to call for 
the referendum in an attempt to save the 
district from what was termed a "finan- 
cial crisis." 


The referendum includes proposals for 


a 21-cent increase in the education fund 
tax rate, and a S-cent increase in the 
building fund tax rate. 


Tn approving the referendum the board 


was acting on a recommendation by 
Supt. James Krviti. who said in his judg- 
ment it was the best means of replacing 
revenue lost because of a recent Circuit 
Court decision. 


THE DECISION, by Judge Walter P. 


Dahl in Cook County Circuit Court, de- 
clared that the corporate personal prop- 
erty tax was unconstitutional and could 
no longer be collected alier 1971. 


The decision meant a loss of about 


$5W.nno in the district's education fund 
and $100.000 in the building fund on the 
1972 tax receipts.

must be approved now, according to Er- 
viti. because of the necessity to borrow 
off that tax base this year. 


The district acquires additional funds 


by purchasing tax anticipation warrants, 
a method of borrowing off the next 
year's anticipated revenue. 


The district had planned to go to the 


maximum allowed in borrowing for the 
next school year in order to maintain the 
same educational level as this year. The 
Dahl decision eliminated that possibility, 
causing • need for either a tax increase 
or a substantial cut in budget for the 
coming school year, according to Erviti. 


Referendum Is Opposed 


A group of Elk Grove Township Ele- 


mentary School Dist. 59 residents con- 
fronted the board of education Monday, 
voicing opposition to the June 12 referen- 
dum. 


The residents, who are calling them- 


selves the Concerned Taxpayers of Elk 
Grove Township, were headed by Jack 
Roeser, of Arlington Heights, a frequent 
critic of the district who ran for the 
board in 1970. He also opposed the 1969 
referendum seeking a 334 cent tax rate 
increase which was defeated. 


Roeser told the board that the Con- 


cerned Taxpayers "opposed the past con- 
duct of the board that has led to further 
tax increases." 


He said, "The district hasn't made any 


real attempt to economize in the past, 
bringing on this 'crisis'." 


Roeser said, later that this was the 


"last chance" the board had to "adjust 
its budget." 


He requested that board members not 


hold a referendum and that they not 
build a junior high school in Des Plaines, 
as was proposed and approved in a ref- 
endum in April. 


HE ACCUSED THE board of "sneak- 


ing through the junior high school refer- 
endum along with many other things that 
election day." 


He said, "Many taxpayers would not 


HE SAID. "Our tax base does not ex- 


pand fast enough to cover the increasing 
cost of education. We must share in the 
increased costs just as we share in the 
benefits." 


Allen Sparks, budget committee chair- 


man, said that since the budget cuts 


have voted for that referendum if they 
thought there would be a tax increase." 


He said the referendum was not publi- 


cized, pointing out that only parents with 
children in the district receive school 
newsletters. 


Roeser has no children attending 


school in the district. He has one son in 
High School Dist. 214 and one that gradu- 
ated from Dist. 214 two years ago. 


In response to his criticism, Leah Cum- 


mins, public relations director, said that 
the district had sent information on the 
junior high school referendum in three 
newsletters to parents and that 21 arti- 
cles in Paddock Publications newspapers 
told of the referendum. 


She said that the district would like to 


issue the newsletter to all residents but 
that it did not have the funds to do so. 


Roeser said the district "has been liv- 


ing in clover and had no excuse to con- 
tinue operating that way." 


The Concerned Taxpayers group, with 


most of its 10 to 15 members from Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect, has 
plans to campaign against the tax in- 
crease, he said. 


Following his comments the board ap- 


proved a contract for the junior high 
school architect and set the referendum 
date for June 12th.

day that he planned to ask the court to 
continue the hearing and the time in 
which objections may be filed. The hear- 
ing begins at 10 a.m. in the Chicago Civic 
Center. 


Rochester said he was going to request 


the continuance because, "we have not 
had enough time to study the petition. 
We don't know our position yet. 


"If we studied an annexation proposal 


every time these residents talked about 
it, we would be wasting a lot of time on 
it," added Rochester. "These people 
have been talking about annexation for 
years, but this time it looks very 
serious." 


If Rochester carries out his plan to ask 


for continuances today, Patrick Link, at- 
torney representing the petitioners, said 
he would object. Earlier Link said he 
would also ask the court to strike any 
objections made during the hearing be- 
cause "state statutes require that all ob- 
jections be filed with the court at least 
five days before the hearing." 


The fire district trustees are taking a 


"wait-and-see" stance on the annexation 
proposal because "we won't know how 
the annexation will affect the district un- 
til after a feasibility study is completed 
by the village," said Chester Iskierski,

the area could contract with the village 
for service as a rural fire district." Cur- 
rently the village is contracting with two 
other rural districts.

The murder trial of Ronald A. Helton 


was continued again yesterday — this 
time until June 15. 


Helton, 18. of 419 S. Webster. Naper- 


ville. is charged with the murder of Fred 
T.-ulion, an Arlington Heights service sta- 
tion attendant, during an early morning 
robbery Nov. 11, 1969. Helton has been in 
custody since late December 1969. 


The red-haired defendant did not ap- 


pear in court yesterday, as all the action 
in Room 700 of the Criminal Courts 
Building took pl;ice in Judge Daniel J. 
Ryan's chambers 


The judge and attorneys for both sides 


in the case viewed video tape recordings 
of varying statements made by Helton 
regarding the murder. Helton's attorney, 
Melvin Kamm. filed a motion to suppress 
statements made by the youth, and the 
case was put over until June 15. 


Michael Bolan, assistant state's attor- 


ney in charge of the case, said the mo- 
tion will be argued that day. and if the 
motion is denied, the trial will probably 
begin. 


Bolan admitted that without the state- 


ments, the prosecution has little remain- 
ing evidence against Helton. 


Helton and three other men were 


charged with the murder Dec. 29. 1969. A

Ferdinand Leyva of St. Alexius Hospital, 
Elk Grove. 


It was directed to Paul Elbow, director 


of the state division of hospital facilities, 
and cited "increasing talk among citi- 
zens and officials of Schaumburg regard- 
ing the construction of a hospital in that 
area." 


The letter stressed, however, that as 


far as the involved administrators know, 
official request for a hospital has not as 
yet been made. 


"WE ARE CONCERNED, neverthe- 


less, that in the present unsettled envi- 
ronment in which the various planning 
agencies are operating, tbfflt pressures 
may be brought to grant such a per- 
mit," the letter stated.

Report Post Office Could Lower Property Values 


Construction of a post office at Oakton 


Street and Executive Way would cause a 
$140.000 loss in property value to 60 near- 
by homeowners, according to an apprais- 
al report submitted to city council by 
Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd). 


At the Monday night council meeting. 


Bolek, long-time foe of the Oakton Street 
post office site, asked for and received 
approval of a council resolution urging 
the U.S. Postal Service to cooperate with 
the city in development of a new main 
post office here. 


The city council in the past has asked 


postal officials to build the new post of- 
fice at Lee Street and Forest Avenue but 
the federal government has balked at the 
alternate location, saying the site will 
cost $50,000 more than the Oakton-Execu- 
tive property it already owns. 


"The post office department is hanging 


its hat right now on one particular item 
and that is it's going to cost them $50,000 
if they move to another site," said Bolek. 


But federal officials are ignoring the 


"catastrophic loss" to residents whose 
houses would be adjacent to the proposed 
post office and other houses in the imme- 
diate area, he said. 


BOLEK READ A REAL estate ap- 


praisers' report from Ben J. Eidamiller 
and Co. saying the post office, which it 
described as a truck terminal would re- 
duce the market value of 20 adjacent 
houses by $5,000 each. 


An additional 40 houses, according to 


the appraisers' report, would each lose 
$1.000 in market value if the post office is 
built at the site. 


"Adverse uses have particularly dam- 


aging effects upon values of higher 
priced homes," said the report, which 
was signed by Scotland Hodlmair and 


Charles Hodlmair of the 
Eidamiller 


firm. 


"Sale of those homes adjacent would 


be difficult, with value loss ranging from 
four to five thousand dollars for each 
home adjacent (to) the subject property. 
Such homes will not sell as quickly as 
those quality homes in un-damaged 
neighborhoods," the report said. "It can 
be expected that all homes in the subject 
area will be influenced to some degree 
by lower sale prices of similar neighbor- 
ing homes. Tax assessment of the sub- 


ject neighborhood would be open to ques- 
tion and review." the report said. 


The report was questioned by Aid. 


Ewald Swanson (6th), who asked if the 
appraisers bothered to determine the ef- 
fect on neighboring properties of other 
land uses that would be allowed under 
the Oakton-Executive site's current com- 
mercial (C-2) zoning. 


THOSE PERMITTED USES, accord- 


ing to the city zoning ordinance, include 
a 
beverage 
distributorship, 
baggage 


transfer or delivery service, animal hos- 


pital, auto or agricultural machine sales, 
theaters, and plumbing and heating sup- 
ply houses or workshops. 


Swanson asked if the appraisers had 


determined for instance, what the effect 
on the properties would be if a super- 
market were built on the site. 


Bolek said development of the post of- 


fice "would really hurt the people who 
have had faith in this area." 


"They're certainly indicated their faith 


in the area and I think we should re- 
spond," he told the city council. Bolek 


Falkoff Elected Oakton Board Head 


Milton Falkoff of Lincolnwood was 


elected chairman last night of the Oakton 
Community College Board of Trustees. 


Falkoff, an official of a large national 


corporation, was elected 4-2, with the two 
votes going to incumbent board chair- 
man Raymond Hartstein. 


The board members also elected May- 


or Kamin of Skokie as board vice chair- 
man. 
The vote was 4-2 with two votes 


going to LeRoy Wauck of Park Ridge. 


The Oakton Board April 20 had split 3-3 


in a deadlock between Falkoff and Hart- 
stein. Board Member Wauck, who had 
voted for Hartstein at the April 20 meet- 
ing was absent from last night's meeting 
because he was attending an out-of-state 
meeting. 


In the two votes Kamin, Falkoff, Griff 


MacDonald of Park Ridge and Stephen 
Loska of Des Plaines voted for the suc- 
cessful candidates, with Hartstein and 
Paul Gilson of Skokie voting for the los- 


ing candidates. 


Before the vote for chairman Hart- 


stein, who had been very critical of Fal- 
koff for his poor attendance record, of- 
fered to withdraw his name if MacDon- 
ald would allow his name to be placed in 
nomination. 


MacDonald, who is the acknowledged 


leader of the more conservative board 
majority created by the election of Los- 
ka, refused to be nominated because of 
business commitments. 


The voting was preceded by a state- 


ment from William McNair, who had 
been chairman of a caucus which en- 
dorsed most of the members of the origi- 
nal Oakton Board elected in 1969. 


Falkoff called McNair's statement at- 


tacking his absenteeism "reprehensible" 
and campaigning before the election. 


McNair of Niles, who said he was 


speaking for voters from his area and 
former leaders of junior college move- 


ment said, "We are frankly shocked that 


some of his (Falkoffs) fellow board 
members now plan to reward him with 
the presidency of the board." 


He also said that "what disburbs many 


»f us most of all are the hints and ru- 
mors that the whole direction and the 
emphasis of Oakton may now go through 
a drastic upheaval." 


"There is no reason for you to inter- 


pret the results of this year's election as 
a mandate for drastic change. The vote 
was light and close. It is now your re- 
sponsibility to move carefully and make 
sure that you are representing all of the 
community, not just a vocal and dis- 
sident faction," McNair said. 


Falkoff holds a seat on the Board of 


Directors of General Dynamics, one of 
the world's largest conglomerates. He is 
a certified public accountant and a law- 
yer who served six years on the Niles 
Township High School Board. 


also said nearby property owners would 
probably file suit to prevent construction 
of the post office on the site. 


According to the appraisers' report, 


many of the adjacent homes, which it 
said have an average value of $50,000, 
also have 80 per cent mortgage financ- 
ing. 
A loss in market value of $5,000 


would thus destroy about one half of the 
homeowner equity in many of the houses, 
it said. 


"Having observed the sales of similar 


properties, it is the opinion of this ap- 
praiser that the direct loss of value of 
the subject 
neighborhood 
would be 


$140.000," the report said. 


"THIS ESTIMATE does not include 


such expenditures as will be necessary to 
fence rear yards of contiguous homes," 
it said. 


"Having observed the operations of 


terminal facilities, it is the opinion of 
this appraiser that such business is in- 
dustrial in nature and in direct conflict 
with the uses of the subject area," it 
said. 


Bolek. who said the report was pre- 


pared at no cost to the city, will be in 
Washington later this month and plans to 
meet with an assistant postmaster gener- 
al to discuss the proposed new Des 
Plaines post office. 


At his weekly press conference Mon- 


day, Mayor Herbert Behrel said opposi- 
tion of the city council has held up devel- 
opment of the new main post office. 


Behrel, who has said the city should 


end its fight and accept the post office 
plans, indicated that he hopes the postal 
official will be able to convince Bolek of 
the desirability of the Oakton Street site.

THK BALLOON C1OKS UP Saturday 


morning and. as evpry year, it is one of 
the most exciting days of the year. It is, 
of course, aeneral opening day for fish- 
ing in Wisconsin 


There has been plenty of fishing going 


on in Wisconsin all spring long, because 
the stnte has different laws for different 
areas and different species of fish — but 
the May H opener pretty much loosens up 
everything throughout the state and fish- 
ermen do have a tendency to get excited 
about fishing in Wisconsin. 


As always, too. there's the prospect of 


getting a tackle buster or a record buster 
in Wisconsin waters It's hard to keep 
track, because they keep breaking them, 
but at last count, the biggest chinook 
salmon had been nailed offshore from 
Shrbnygan. a 32 pound 12 ounce fish, tak- 
en on a Little Clco. 


The Wisconnto echo record 1* a biggie, 


as wrll: it weighed 19 pounds IZ'i 
onnrev And off Milwaukee, Lakr Mich- 
igan also produced the biggest midwes- 
trrn sterlhead. it was an 18 pound 15 
ounce trophy that beat the old record by 
two pounds. 


Anglers will also be stabbing at the 


state's perennial muskie record of 89 
pound* 11 ounces. That giant was 
whipped by Louis Spray in the Chippewa 
flowage in !949 and hasn't been topped 
in Wisconsin yet It was. however, beaten 
for a national record in 1957 by a New 
Yorker who topped it by a measly four 
ounces 


But Dennis Johnstone. proprietor of the 


fish-wise Dun Rovin Lodge on the Chip- 
pewa is betting $10.000 that no one is go- 
ing to beat either record. He says he 
wants 
the 
national 
(world) muskie 


record back "where it belongs, in the 
muskie capital of the world " So he's of- 
fering the in grand to the fisherman who 
c.in do it 
i There's one catch, you have 


to be registered at Dun Rovin before you 
go fishing But your registration is good 
fur the season, we understand.) 


Meanwhile, along with opening day 


fishermen, the panfish are beginning to 
utir In some of the Wisconsin lakes and 
in the Mi«mippl river. In the north- 
western part of the utale. ID the Onion 
river and FHh Creek areas of Lake .Supe- 
rior, the %teelhead trout run is really un- 
derway. If you're going for ateelhead 
an>where in the »Ute, the best result* 
have rnme early In the morning, fishing 
with rggi or other bait. Lares aren't 
quite reaching the trout yet. 


In the north central district of the state 


there's still snow on the ground in a lot 
of areas, so it will be a little uncomfor- 
table But the fishing should be good. 
Since th:< is one of the areas that has 
nearly no fishing at all prior to Satur- 


day's opener, there are no fish reports 
available. 


Over in the Mississippi river section of 


Wisconsin the walleye and sauger are 
hitting below the locks and dams with 
exceptional catches reported at Alma 
and Trempealeau. The waters have re- 
ceded from the spring high, so it is a lot 
safer and more comfortable fishing the 
river than it has been earlier this spring. 


Rainbow trout are hitting at Lilly Bay 


and Whiteflsh Bay creek on the Lake 
Michigan shoreline; and at Bailey's Har- 
bor, Fish Creek. Eagle Harbor and 
Moonlight Bay in Door County they're 
also taking brown trout. Big northern 
are hitting now in Door County and the 
Jumbo perch are hitting big in Sturgeon 
B«y. 


The Peshtigo and Menominee rivers 


are producing northern pike up in Mari- 
nette county and even the smelt are run- 
ning in that busy river — the Men- 
ominee. 


The white bass action is pretty good on 


Lake Winnebago and in Waupaca Coun- 
ty's section of the Wolf River. Lake 
Puckaway, in the same general area, is 
also keeping northern pike and catfisher- 
men hopping. 


Beaver dam lake in the southern part 


of the state looks good for northern pike 
this weekend. They're not running really 
big, but they go up to 30 inches and are 
taking both artificial and live bait. 


Generally, for most of the southern 


lakes and rivers in Wisconsin, I'd follow 
a general rule: If you're fishing shallow 
water — shorelines and such, you'll do 
well with artificials — spinners, singles 
and doubles, and small spoons. Rapalas 
and other shallow and surface baits. But 
if you find it necessary to fish deep for 
the action, then you probably should 
switch to live bait — minnows and nite 
crawlers. And that rule will apply, al- 
most without exception, to whatever fish 
you're after, at least for the next month 
or so. 


The coho run isn't really "on" yet in 


Wisconsin (nor is it extra special yet in 
the Illinois section of the lake), but trai- 
lers are picking up two to five pounders 
off Kenosha. One 16 pound steelhead was 
taken from Oak creek and several up to 
that size have also been taken out of 
Pike Creek and the Root River. 


Crappies are hitting well on Pewaukee 


lake near Delafield. 


So. generally, it looks like a good 


weekend to try it in Wisconsin if you 
don't mind driving, and If you want to 
try for northern and walleye. 


If you're interested only in panfish, 


then you'll do just as well on the Chain of 
Lakes this weekend, where the crappie 
action continues good, with a few bass 
and a now-and-then walleye starting to 
show up.

A Career That's Growing

"Every day we hold life and death in 


our hands." Medical technologist* at 
Holy Family Hospital speak for all in 
their profession. None take their Jobs 
lightly. Medical technology is a scientific 
career that demands extensive and in- 
tensive training . . . and constant vigil- 
ance. 


"You must care!" said Mrs. Joan Mill- 


er, assistant laboratory manager and 
chief of hematotagy at the Des Plaines 
hospital. Professionals working in medi- 
cal labs must be accurate, thorough and 
reliable at all times, she explained. 


"MT's are extremely quality con- 


scious, constantly checking and recheck- 
ing routine tests. Doctors rely on labora- 
tory results to aid them in diagnosis and 
treatment. An error in the lab could kill 
someone." 


As examples Mrs, Miller cited such 


diseases as leukemia and diabetes that 
can be identified positively only in the 
laboratory. 


IT'S VERY SATISFYING to perform 


such a vital service to patients, Mrs. 
Miller assures any young woman who 
might be interested in this medically re- 
lated career. 


At present most medical technologists 


are women. But because of broadening 
opportunities in research and adminis- 
tration and increasing salaries, more 
men are entering the field. And medical 
technology is rewarding for the science- 
minded individual interested in medicine 
with limited patient contact, said Joan. 


Speaking from experience, Mrs. Miller 


said the prospective MT student must ex- 
pect to work hard. She advises high 


school students interested in the field to 
pursue a college preparatory course with 
emphasis on science and math. Anyone 
who feels at home in the high school lab 
may find MT a good career choice. 


College students with medical tech- 


nology in mind follow a baccalaureate 
degree program requiring 16 semester 
hours each of chemistry and b'.ology and 
at least one hour of math. They gain 
clinical experience in hospital labratory 
educational programs approved by the 
American Medical Association (AMA). 


MOST AMA APPROVED programs 


are affiliated with nearby colleges and 
universities where clinical experience 
counts as the senior college year, Mrs. 
Miller explained. Often there is no tuition 
charge for this year, and some programs 
pay students a monthly stipend of $75 to 
$100. 


About 50 Illinois hospitals, many in and 


near the Chicago area, cooperate with 
approximately 20 Illinois colleges in the 
MT program (Lutheran General Hospital 
in Park Ridge is one which has such a 
training program.) 


Joan Miller, an Arlington Heights resi- 


dent, returned to work five years ago af- 
ter raising a family. She earned her B.S. 
degree in science at Coe College in Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa. A long-standing interest in 
science and medicine prompted her to 
work her way through college. She spent 
four years studying while working as a 
laboratory assistant. 


"I ALWAYS WANTED to be a doctor 


but at that time couldn't afford medical 
school," Joan recalled. 


Following graduation she attended 


Northwestern Medical School where she 


specialized in hematology (the study of 
blood count and blood coagulation), one 
of several specialties science majors and 
MT students may choose. 


Other specialities — all offering chal- 


lenge and opportunity in expanding med- 
ical labs all over the country — include 
blood banking technology, microbiology, 
bacteriology, chemistry and nuclear 
medicine. 


"There's a great need for qualified 


people," stressed the assistant lab man- 
ager. 


To qualify for a specialty, college stu- 


dents must earn a B.S. degree, gain clin- 
ical experience in the specialty area and 
then successfully complete an exam- 
ination given by the Board of Registry of 
Medical Technology. This test is open to 
all MT graduates. 


WHEN JOAN MILLER passed the 


registry test, she was awarded the pro- 
fessional title MT (ASCP) — standing for 
American Society of Clinical Pathoto- 
gists. She was nationally certified with 
the right to wear the registry seal on the 
sleeve of her uniform. 


"Most MT's at Holy Family have 


passed this registry test," Joan com- 
mented. "This means we have met pro- 
fessional standards recognized by organ- 
ized medicine." 


Those working in the Holy Family lab- 


oratory speak enthusiastically of their 
careers in a paramedical field where op- 
portunities and salaries are wide open. 


Mrs. Sue Dixon, chief of the chemistry 


section of the Holy Family laboratory, 
likes the challenge and variety of tests 
modern equipment enable her to per- 
form. A Mount Prospect resident and 


graduate of Whitewater (Wis.) State Uni- 
versity, Sue took her lab training at Wes- 
ley Memorial Hospital in Chicago. 


IN THE HEMATOLOGY department 


lab specialists Mrs. Yvonne Kuphal of 
Des Plaines, Mrs. Elizabeth Kline of 
Barrington and Mrs. Margaret Sheehan 
of Arlington Heights use the Coulter 
Counter, computerized equipment that 
can complete six tests (all in triplicate) 
in 40 seconds. Among results it can com- 
pute in seconds are red and white blood 
count, hemoglobin and size and per- 
centage of red cells. 


Yvonne Kuphal, from Sioux Foils, 


S.D., first chose nursing as a career, but 
because she prefers working with the 
doctor, she switched to laboratory work. 
Yvonne earned a degree in biology at 
Mankato (Minn.) State College, then in- 
terned in medical technology at Sioux 
Valley Hospital. 


"I'm interested in all things medical 


and get a great deal of satisfaction out of 
this service," she said.

Put Your Idle Assets To Work

Money managers say that there are 


two sides to handling your personal fi- 
nances: offensive and defensive. Most of 
us women could give them lessons on the 
defensive side, which involves cutting ex- 
penses and shopping wisely. But many of 
us are losers on the offensive side, which 
requires taking steps to increase your re- 
turn on money and assets that you al- 
ready have. 


You, 
too, may be losing money on what 


businessmen call the "float." 


Now most of us think of "float" in 


terms of that 
summer 
we nearly 


drowned learning to swim at summer 
camp or in the school pool. But in finan- 
cial terms "float" refers to assets that 
haven't as yet been collected. 


Take, for instance, trading stamps. 


You probably have a book or so from one 
of some 200 trading stamp companies 


tucked away in a drawer somewhere. 
Studies show that close to a year will 
elapse between the time a store pays for 
your stamps and the time you cash them 
in. Meanwhile, as long as you hold the 
stamps, the stamp company has the use 
of your money. Sperry & Hutchinson, one 
of the largest stamp companies, has a 
total "float" estimated at close to $200 
million. Probably a few of those dollars 
are yours and could be working for you 
instead if you cashed in your stamp 
books more often. 


OR CONSIDER travelers' checks. The 


issuing companies don't get rich on the 
small initial charge you pay (usually, 
$1.00 
per $100.00). Their profits come 


from the interest-free "float" available 
for use until you cash your checks. You 
may well have a couple of travelers' 
checks left over from last year's vaca- 
tion that are part of this multi-million 
dollar float. You could cash them in and 


let that money earn more money for you. 


Or take Christmas clubs. If yours 


doesn't pay interest, you'd be dollars 
ahead to "be your own Christmas club" 
and make regular payments into a sav- 
ings account that pays you interest from 
date of deposit to date of withdrawal. 


The same thing applies if you over- 


withhold on your income tax. Granted, 
it's delightful when you eventually get 
your refund check, but that's an ex- 
pensive round-trip for you. You could 
have earned several months' interest on 
what's really your own money. 


Or maybe you're a loser who holds 


checks you receive a few days or weeks. 
Deposit promptly, and use that sum to 
lower the service charge on your check- 
ing account or to increase your interest 
on your savings account. 


IT'S EVEN POSSIBLE that you lose 


money by keeping too much cash on 
hand. If you maintain too large a check- 
ing account balance you might profit by 
transferring some to a savings account. 


And while everybody needs some emer- 
gency cash at home, too much petty cash 
not only costs you earnings but also rep- 
resents a larger loss possibility in case of 
fire or theft. 


Then there are all the idle assets most 


of us have around, from maternity 
clothes you don't expect to use again to 
unused toys and sports equipment. May- 
be you once bought a clarinet for your 
daughter to take lessons. The lessons 
didn't "take," but the clarinet is still tak- 
ing up room in her closet. Or your son 
once collected stamps, but has now lost 
all interest in the hobby. These things 
are "float," too, in the sense that they're 
assets you're not getting any return from 
or using in any way. Have yourself a 
garage sale, or sell them through a 
newspaper classified ad. 


In short, take the offense when it 


comes to managing your money. Convert 
idle or "floating" assets into cash, then 
put that cash to work for you in a sav- 
ings, account or other investment.

One soaked the stained 
area with a mixture of two teaspoons 
baking soda with three teaspoons hydro- 
gen peroxide — then laudered. Another 
simply used the soap containing pumice. 
Most readers reported using rubbing al- 
cohol with never a failure; one even 


crowed about removing red ballpoint ink. 
As you know, getting out any kind of red 
stain is a feat in itself. My daughter al- 
ways uses the iron rust soap which 
comes in a tube. One of the pen com- 
panies has come along with a product 
which works on some materials. There 
you have the rundown. Hope one of them 
works for you.
